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JBerlin  Report  says  First  Stage  of  Battle  Is  Ended

LONDON,  March  23.--"Thc  battle  is  continuing  with  the 
jrreatest  Intensity  on  the  whole  front  south  of  the  Scarpe 
River,"  Field  Marshal  Haig's  report  tonight  announces. 

"South  and  west  of  St.  Quentin  our  troops  have  taken  up 
their  new  positions,  and  we  are  heavily  engaged  with  the 
enemy." 

"During  the  night  strong  hostile  attacks  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Jussv  (south  of  St.  Quentin)  were  repulsed  with 
great  loss  to  the  enemy.  .,::... 

"On  the  northern  portion  of  the  ba:tf1e  front  the  enemy's 
fettacks  have  been  pressed  with  the  utmost  determination  and 
regardless  of  losses.  Our  troops  have  maintained  their  posi- 
tion on  the  greater  part  of  this  front  after  a  fierce  and  pro- 
longed struggle,  y     '  >;-^>   •*  ' 

"Great  gallantry  has  been  shown  by  the  troops  engagefl  in 
the  fighting  in  this  area  and  south  thereof.  The  I9tn  and 
90th  divisions  distinguished  themselves  by  the  valor  of  their 
defense.  In  one  sector  alone  six  hostile  attacks,  in  two  of 
Vhlch  German  cavalry  took  part,  were  beaten  off  by  one  of  our 
infantry  brigades. : 

"The  enemy's  attacks  continue  with  great  violence." 


JORDAN  CROSSED 
BY  BRITISH  FORCES 


LONDON,  March  23.— 
The  British  in  Palestine  have 
forced  a  passage  of  the  river 
Jordan,  bridged  the  stream 
and  ostablished  themselves 
on  the  east  banlc. 

They  afterwards  advanced 
eastward  against  consider- 
able opposition,  and  are 
continuing  their  operations, 
according  to  the  official  re- 
port announcing  the  cross- 
ing. The  text  of  the  state- 
ment reads: 

"In  the  early  hours  of 
Friday  our  troops  effected  a 
passage  of  the  Jordan,  de- 
spite the  strong  current. 
The  river  was  then  bridged 
and  passed  by  our  forces, 
which  established  themselves 
on  the  left  bank  and  made 
great  progress  eastward,  en- 
countering considerable  re- 
sistance. 

"The  operations  are  con- 
tinuing."

Presalag  Attack 

BRITISH  ARltT  RBADQUAR- 
9VR8  In  France,  March  2S. — (By  the 
A.P.)— The  Germans  this  afternoon 
were  prfsising  their  attack  hard  en 
the  rli^t  flank  of  the  British  near 
Ham.  while  on  the  northern  end  of 
the  battle  line  desperate  fighting  has 
been  going  on  since  yeeterday  about 
Mory.  which  has  changed  hands  sev- 
eral times. 

It'  is  reported  that  some  of  the 
enemy  Infkuitry  pushed  down  across 
the  Somme  canal  and  drove  forward 
•gainst  prepared  positions  to  which 
the  British  had  retired.

Ordnance  .Experts  Completely 
Puzzled  Over  Latest  Ger- 
man Device  Used  in  Attack 
on  French  Capital.

tack on  Paris. 

It  might  be,  «omft  ofllcera  thought, 
that  a  continuouB  dropping  of  medium 
calibre  ahelle  on  the  city  was  part  of 
a  hope  for  breaking  the  spirit  of  France 
by  Mtme  mysterloue  visitation. 

The  finding  of  shell  fragments  bear- 
ing the  marks  of  gun-rlfling  seemed  to 
preclude  ^m  idea  et  anr  oVdinary  air- 
plane bomb.  It  was  suggested  that 
monster  airplanes  mounting  guns  might 
have  been  used,  but  no  one  has  ad- 
mitted the  possibility  of  the  carrying 
of  a   9Mi-lnoh   weapon   in    the   air. 

A  short  range,  lightweight  inverted 
howitzer  carried  by  aircraft  appeared  to 
come  aa  a  possible  explanation. 

Some  officers  conceived  the  possibility 
that  in  the  outskirts  of  Paris  there 
might  be  a  hidden  gun.  It  was  ad- 
mitted that  it  would  have  no  military 
value,  and  could  only  be  a  weapon  of 
terror  and  Its  discovery  would  be  cer- 
tain. 

A  bombardment  ef  Parle  at  a  dis- 
tance of  62  miles  appeared  to  most  of 
the  ordnance  officers  aa  such  a  complete 
surprise  that  they  found  It  difficult  to 
talk  about  it. 


WASHINQTON.  March  23.— The  long- 
range  bombardment  of  Paris  by  a  Oer- 
man gun,  presumably  62  miles  away, 
announced  as  a  fact  to-day  In  the 
French  capital,  dumfounded  American 
ordnance  offloera.  The  12-mlle  bom- 
bardment of  Dunkirk  by  the  Oermans 
more  than  a  year  ago  had  set  a  record, 
and  ordnance  offioers  of  the  Amerloaa. 
British  and  French  corpe  freely  con- 
ceded they  never  haS  dreamed  of  a 
monster  gun  with  a  range  of  more  than 
thirty  miles. 

Some  oOeera  frankly  eoeationed  that 
sheila  from  rifled  cannon  actually  had 
fkllea  in  Parla  Others  sought  expUna- 
tion  in  new  devices  or  secret  gun  em- 
placements 6n  the  vicinity  of  Parts. 
None  wanted  to  believe  that  a  gun  bad 
been  hivaated  by  the  Oermana  or  any 
one  elee  which  could  throw  a  •Vi-iaoh 
proeetlle  sixty  milas.

TORONTO.  March  «».— "We  did  not 
right  to  fatten  aliens,"  waa  one  of  the 
alogana  of  3,000  returned  soldlera  par- 
ading under  the  auaplcea  of  the  Great 
War  Veterana  here  thia  afternoon  to  de- 
mand the  Immediate  conacrlptlon  of

At  a  meeting  In  Maaeey  Hall,  the 
Veta  made  the  demand  of  the  Dominion 
Goverameat  that  no  Claaa  2  men  be 
called  out  or  furlough  men  be  eent  back 
to  France  before  friendly  aliena  are 
brought  under  the  Military  Service  Act 
and  alien  enemlea  are  conscripted  for 
work  of  national  necessity. 

There  were  strong  protests  sgalnsi 
their  employment,  particularly  thoae  of 
enemy  origin.  In  munltiona  faotoriee  at 
fancy  wages,  which  were  endbraed  by 
Col.  William  Hendrle  and  Mayor  Church. 
Furlough  men  and  many  crippled  heroea 
partioipated  In  the  procession  to  the 
hall.

PARIS.  March  28.— Artillery  ensa«e- 

ments,  which  at  tlmea  hava  been  vio 

lent  alonff  varioua  aectora  of  the  front, 

are  reported  in  the  atatement  from  the 

War  Office     tonight      The     atatement 
reads: 

"Artillery  actions,  occasionally  of 
great  violence,  have  occurred  south  of 
the  Olse,'  in  the  region  of  R^ieims,  in 
Lorraine,  between  Harracourt  and  the 
VoBges  Mountains,  and  in  the  helghta 
of  Alsace.  An  enemy  attack  against 
the  Rltieach  Wood  waa  a.  complete 
failure. 

"In  the  period  from  March  11  to 
March  20,  twenty-nix  Oerman  air- 
planes and  one  captive  balloon  were 
shot  down  by  our  aviators.  Nineteen 
enemy  machines  were  aerloualy  hit 
and  brought  down  within  the  enemy 
tines.  On  March  22  Ave  German  air- 
planes were  shot  down  or  gravely 
damaged  by  our  aerial  units. 

"On  the  night  of  March  22 -2S.  our 
raiding  squadrons  dropped  sixteen 
thousand  kilograms  (SS,200  pounda)  of 
projectiles  upon  eatabiishmenta.  can- 
tonments and  railway  termini  in  tha 
enemy  zone.  Tlie  damage  was  very 
great" 

"Belgian  communication:  The  ac- 
tivity of  the  enemy  artillery  has  been 
manlfeated  principally  upon  our  zone 
by  the  bomhardment  of  our  communu 
catlona  in  the  vicinity  of  Adinkerke, 
Ilveringuek  and  Pollinchove.  We  have 
carried  out  reprisals  upon  enemy  in- 
atallatlona  and  cantonments  at  Keyem. 
St.  Pierre  Capelle  and  Liddelkorke, 
and  againat  numeroua '  enemy  batter- 
lea.  On  the  night  of  March  21  a  Oer- 
man airplane  was  flred  on  by  our  ar- 
tillery and  forced  to  daacend  behind 
ovtr  linea.  Two  ofllcera  and  one  aub- 
ofllcer  were  made  priaonera." 

Tha  War  Oflloe  this  momlnr  reported: 

"An  Intermittent  bombardment  of 
considerable  violence  waa  carried  out 
against  front  1lne#  and  poalttona  in  the 
rear  north  of  the  Chemin  dea  Dame*,  in 
the  region  of  Rheima,  ajid  In  Lorraine. 

"An  enemy  raid  east  of  T^lvre  was 
without  sueoesa. 

"There  were  patrol  encouBtera  north 
of  Hlll'S44  (VerduB  froat).

WATERFORD.  Ireland.  March  88.— 
The  election  of  CapUin  Wm.  Redmond 
to  the  Rouae  of  Commons  over  Dr. 
White,  a  Sinn  Felner,  waa  accompanied 
by  dlaordera  bare  which  lasted  all 
night.  Crowds  of  men  and  women 
paraded  tha  atreeU,  windows  were 
broken,  flraarms  were  used  and  twenty 
persona  were  Injured.  One  of  these  la 
Dr.  White,  who  waa  hit  on  the  head 
with  a  brick  when  the  reault  of  tha 
aleotlon   waa  announced. 

Captain  Redmond  was  cheered  by 
crowds.  Joseph  Devlin,  a  prominent 
Nati6nallat  Member  of  Parliament,  in 
a  apeeeh  from  a  window  of  a  hotol,  said 
Waterford  bad  atruck  a  blow  for  tha 
I  honor  of  Ireland.

B3arly    Report 

PARIS,  March  2S. — The  Germane 
have  been,  ^ring  on  Paris  with  long 
vange  guna. 

Since  eight  o'clock  thla  morning 
shells  of  240-milllmetres  have  been 
reaching  .  tha  capital  and  suburbs  at 
Intervals  of  a'  quarter  of  an  hour, 
killing  about  ten  persona  and  wound- 
ing about,  nfteen.  The  shortest  dis- 
tance from  Paris  to  the  front  ta  over 
100  ktlometrea   (aixty-two  miles). 

The  announcement  that  Paris  was 
being  bombarded  was  made  ofndally 
thia  afternoon.  Measures  for  coun- 
ter-attacking the  enemy's  cannon  are 
under  execution. 

Parte  haa  been  under  bombardment 
for  about  eight  houra  &.t  ths  time 
the  foregoing  dispatch  was  niod.  4:16 
p.m. 

Raid  in   Daylight 

The  flrat  daylight  raid  on  Paris 
came  today,  which  was  one  ot  perfect 
aunahtnp.  The  people  of  Porta  re- 
fuaed  to  immune  themselves  tn  cel- 
lars and  other  subterranenan  nhelters, 
and  although  the  aubwaya  were 
crowded  the  streeta  always  had  a 
great  ntimber  of  people  .  In  them 
watching  for  an  aerial  battle  or  soma 
other   stirring   Inctdant. 

Aa  the  day  paaaad  aod  tha  "all 
clear"  algnal  waa  not  given,  the  foel- 
tng  grew  that  aomething  new  In  the 
way  of  a  raid  was  expected,  and  this' 
waa  not  explained  until  an  offlelal 
atatement  waa  ■issued  saying  that,  tho 
delay  was  due  to  the  bombardment 
by    long-distance    cannon. 

The  "all  olear"  waa  then  sounded, 
and  the  normal  life  waa  reaumed. 
The  cable  oflloe  re-opened  to  take  up 
accumulated    pilea   of   diapatehes. 

Plecea  of  the  sheila  on  exhibition 
were  found  to  bear  rifTIng  marks, 
which  proved  that  they  had  not  been 
dropped,  but  bad  been  flred  from  a 
gun.

MOSCOW,  March  20. — (By  the 
Associated  Press) — A  Russian  woman 
doctor,  who  haa  returned  to  Moscow 
from  Dvlnak,  tella  the  conditlona 
there  after  the  Germane  entered  the 
city.  Municipal  offlciala  and  persona 
of  all  claaaea,  tired  of  all  dlaorder 
and  confusion,  welcomed  the  Oer- 
mana, gave  flowera  to  the  offlcera 
gnd  paid  them  every  courtesy.  The 
Oermana  were  kind  the  flrat  day,  but 
tha  aeoond  day  they  commandeered 
all  food  auppltea.  reduced  f<x>d  al- 
lowmncea  to  Ruaalana  by  one-half, 
and  ahipped  auppliea  out  of  the  city.

Sir  CoUlngwood  Bchreiber.  who  was 
bom  December  14.

Educated 
ia  Enaflahd,  he  came  to  Canada  In 
18SX.  and  held  many  ImporUnt  posi- 
tions. He  was  assistant  engineer  of 
the  Hamilton  and  Toronto  Railway 
from  ISU  to  ISSC:  su(perlntendln«  en- 
gineer for  the  oonstructlon  of  the  Tor- 
onto Bsplanade  from  1856  to  IBM,  as- 
sociated with  the  Toronto  firm  of 
Fleming.  Rldout  A  Sons,  and  for  the 
next  four  years  was^  with  the  North- 
em  Railway  of  Canada.  Ho  then 
went  to  the  Intercolonial  Railway  as 
Divisional  Bnglneer  In  charge  of  snr> 
veys  and  later  waa  auperintenillng  en- 
gineer on  the  Saatern  Bxtenslon  Rall< 
way    In   Now    Brunswick. 

From  Assistant  Chief  Engineer  with 
the  Intercolonial  Railway,  which  posi- 
tion he  held  three  years,  Mr.  Bchrei- 
ber was  made  engineer-in-chlef  for 
Dominion  Government  Railways  in 
1878,  to'  which  was  later  added  the 
position  of  Chief  Engineer  for  the 
C.  P.  R.  In  189S  he  became  Deputy 
Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals  In  thi 
Dominion  Oovemment  and  in.lMS  h^ 
was  appointed  General  Consulting  En- 
gineer to  the  Dominion  Government 
and  Chief  Engineer  on  the  Western 
Division  of  the  National  Transcon- 
tinental Railway. 

Recognition  of  his  services  to  th« 
country  was  ftrst  made  in  1888.  when 
the  title  C.M.O.  was  given  him,  and 
thta  was  followed  In  1916  by  the  K.C. 
M.O. 

He  was  a  man  of  great  ability  and 
the  leadlnr  authority  on  railways  In 
Canada  Sir  Collingwbod  was  well- 
known  In  Victoria,  where  he  freauent- 
ly  -visited. 

'  He  was  twice  married.  Lady  Bchrei- 
ber being  the  youngest  daughter  of 
the  late  Hon.  Juatlce  Owynne,  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Canada.

March  28.— News  of 
the  death  of  Sir  CoUlngwood  Bchrei- 
ber, general  consulting  engineer  of  the 
Government,  was  received  with  deep 
regret  In  Vancouver,  and  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  city  goes  out  to  Mrs.  J. 
Murray  Lay,  of  this  city,  In  the  death 
of  her  distinguished  tether.  Sir  Col- 
Ungwood  led  a  life  of  strenuous  phy- 
sical activity  up  to  Quite  recently 
The  people  of  Vancouver,  especially 
those  connected  with  railroading,  will 
recollect  hla  trip  of  only  a  few  years 
ago  westward  over  the  line  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  before  It  was 
completed.  The  trip  was  one  which 
many  younc  men  were  not  Inclined  to 
tackle,  for  It  was  lopg  and  arduous, 
by  wagon,  horseback  and  afoot  for 
miles  on  miles  between  the  ends  of 
steel. 

BIr  CoUlngwood.  however.  In  spite  of 
his  eighty  some  years,  showed  no  ef- 
fects of  the  hard  journey,  to  the  won- 
der of  hl^  younger  companions  on  the 
trip.

Sir  Charlaa  Tuppar,  K.C., 
actlnf  for  the  Prudential  Trust  Com- 
pany, asked  Mr.  Justice  Murphy  to 
delay  brlnsinv  down  his  Judgment 
In  the  Marshall  Issue,  which  has  to 
do  with  the  disposal  of  the  excess 
profits  of  certain  guaranteed  mort- 
■ace  eertlflc«ts8,  which  have  t>aen 
the  subject  of  numorous  applications. 
Sir  Charles  in  prefarrlnc  his  reqdest 
for  delay,  said  he  was  in  receipt  of 
Information  which  led  him  to  ba- 
Ueve  Uuit  a  letter  sent  to  the  Old 
Country  mlsht  contain  matter  which 
would  affect  the  Judgment  In  this 
matter. 

His  Lordship  at  once  stated  that 
he  would  grant  the  delay.  Mr.

NATIONAL  DEFENCE 
,  BUREAU  ORGANIZED 

VANCOUVER.  B.C.,  March  88.  — 
Another  forward  step  was  taken  by 
the  Industrial  Union  of  British  Col- 
umbia at  a  meeting  held  in  the 
Chamber  of  Mines  Friday  evenmg. 
when  ^  national  defence  bureau  was 
organised,  with  Mr.  R.  D.  Rorlson 
tf^ialianan  and  D^  H.  McCoU  secre- 
tary. 

The  Union  Is  established  to  assist 
in  the  development  of  the  Province 
aIon«  educational,  agrteultural.  com- 
mercial, social  and  other  lines.  Last 
Svenlng  addresses  were  delivered  by 
lajor.  Qeneral  Leckle,  Ueut.  Cot  J 
Duff-Stuart.  D.  H.  Whltaker,  W.  O. 
L.  Hamilton  and  W.  O.  Black. 

Qeneral  Leckle  spoke  of  the  need 
for  assisting  returned  and  invalided 
soldiers  to  resume  their  places  in 
civil  life.  He  said  that  most  of  the 
men  returning  were  invalided  and  in- 
capable of  resuming  their  former  oc- 
cupations. Colonel  Duff-Stuart  en- 
dorsed the  views  of  General  Leckle. 
D.  H.  Whltaker,  an  engineer  with 
British  and  Canadian  experience, 
outlined  a  scheme  for  the  formaUon 
of  a  returned  soldiers'  construction 
and  engineering  company,  in  which 
each  man  would  be  a  unit  In  a  con- 
cern which  would  enter  into  con- 
tracts for  carrying  out  Dominion. 
Provincial,  municipal  or  private  up- 
dertaklngs,  on  a  percentage  basis. 
Under  capable  management  h*  pre- 
dicted that  such  a  concern  would 
prove  successful  and  would  be  able 
to  teach  trades  to  sons  of  fallen  sol- 
diers.

PREMIER  SPEAKS 
ON  NEED  OF  MEN 


Tells  Miners  Emphatically  That 
Refusal  to  Obey  Man-Power 
Act  Will  Mean  Serious  Dan- 
ger to  Country. 


DEAF  PEOPLE 
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LONDON,  Harch  2S. — Mr.  Lloyd 
Georse,  In  an  exceedingly  outapoken 
speech  to  a  deputation  of  the  Miners' 
Federation  yesterday  concerning  the 
result  of  the  miners'  ballot  on  the 
combinr  out  of  men  for  military  ser- 
vice, declared  that  to  avoid  defeat  In 
the  field  It  was  absolutely  essential  to 
have  more  men. 

"I  am  utterly  at  a  loss."  he  said, 
"to  know  where  the  men  are  to  be 
found  If  first  the  engineers  and  then 
the  miners  say  we  will  not  And  the 
men.  Other  trades  will  quickly  take 
the  same  course.  That  would  mean 
anarchy  not  government. 

"I  have  Just  had  news  that  the 
Oermans  have  attacked  us  on  a  front 
of  nearly  sixty  miles  with  overwhelm- 
ing fierceness.  I  am  amaaed  that  It 
should  be  considered  debatable  whe- 
ther the  miners  are  to  make  their 
contribution  to  the  defence  of  tlia 
country." 

Mr.  Lloyd  Oeorre  declared  It  would 
be  far  better  that  the  Oovamment 
should  so  out  of  ofjloe  than  to  have 
it.  declslona  disobeyed  adding:  "If  a 
section  of  the  community  Is  colng  to 
decide  whether  a  law  ahould  be  obey- 
ed, then  balleva  me  you  will  have  a 
condition  of  thlnga  where  the  people 
who  will  suffer  are  not  the  people  at 
the  top.  who  ark  cenerally  able  to 
take  care  of  themselves,  but  the 
poor  devils  at  the  bottom.  It  has 
always  been  so  in  the  history  of  the 
world.

There  to  every  warrant 
why  the  Empire  should  pray  today 
for  their  enccess.  They  are  fighting 
for  the  freedom  of  humanity  and 
for  the  perpetuation  of  ChrisUan 
prlndplee  en  earth;  they  wiU  save 
others  but  themselves  they  cannot 
oave.

TUB    BOMDARDMBIIT  OF    PARIS 

Repeated  reports  from  Paris  speak 
of  the  bombardment  of  that  city  by 
long  dtotaaoa  cannon.  The  latest  of 
these  says  the  weapons  responsible 
have  been  located  its  kllometree 
{approximately  7414  miles)  from  ths 
French  capital,  presumably  some- 
where behind  the  German  lines  in 
the  vicinity  of  Botosoas.  It  to  irimost 
Ineoneelvable  that  guns  of  thto  power 
should  have  been  asanufactured.  If 
they  were  to  It  likely  they  could 
throw  9%  Inch  projeouies  such  a 
distance?  The  annodnoement  has 
been  made  officially  so  v%tn  aa  ex- 
planation Is  forthcoming  It  would  be 
futile  to  deny  that  shelto  have  actu- 
ally been  landed  on  Paris  from  be-

Sir: — If  there  are  any  people  in 
our  Cit](  Council  who  think  it  good 
business  to  fight  the  C.P.R.  over  the 
question  of  spending  a  few  dollars  In 
repairing  a  bridge  they  should  look 
up  the  history  of  the  fight  which  the 
city  of  Port  Arthur  put  up,  once  upon 
a  time,  against  that  corporation. 
Some  twenty  odd  years  ago,  while 
making  a  trip  to  the  West  I  was  sur- 
prised to  find  the  train  whixslng 
through  Pert  Arthur  at  the  rate  of 
thirty  miles  an  hour.  Op  making 
enquiries  about  the  cause  I  learned 
that  a  fight  was  on  between  the  City 
Council,  which  was  trying  to  hold  up 
the  company  for  excessive  taxes  or 
Something  of  the  kind,  and  the  C.  P. 
R.  management  In  the  end  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  climbed  down, 
but  that  fight  over  a  small  matter 
cost  the  city  of  Port  Arthur  millions 
of  dollars  In  loss  of  business  at  the 
time,  and  since. 

The  city  of^  Victoria  has  spent 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  In 
inducing  the  C.  P.  R.  company  to 
build  the  Empress  hotel  here,  to 
make  thto  one  of  Its  business  centres 
and  to  advertise  the  city  in  various 
ways.  It  was  for  thto  purpose  that 
the  ratepayers  voted  the  money  for 
constructing  the  causeway,  filling  In 
the  mud-fiats  and  for  entarging  the 
grounds  which  were  presented  gratis 
to  the  company,  together  with  free 
water  for  a  term  of  years.  Theee 
were  among  the  best  Invsstmenta  the 
city  ever  made. 

After  spending  several  hundred 
thousand  doltors  in  securing  the  co- 
operation of  the  C.  P.  R.  In  our  ef- 
forta  at  developing  the  city,  to  drift 
into  a  fight  now  over  the  question  aa 
to  which  of  the  two  shall  spend  a 
few  dollars  in  repairing  a  bridge, 
would' be  an  act  of  folly.  It  cer- 
tainly would  not  be  good  business  to 
spend  17.000  a  year  In  advertising 
the  city  and  then  to  get  the  lU-wlll 
of  the  management  of  the  big  com- 
pany which  does  more  to  advertise 
Victoria  and  causes  more  tourists  to 
visit  our  city  than  all  others  com- 
bined. 

Someone  has  blundered  woefully 
over  that  trifling  bridge  repairing 
matter.

John  C.  Harrison,  of  Wellington, 
New  Zealand,  appeared  before  Mag- 
istrate Jay  In  the  Police  Court  yes- 
terday mornlnc  to  answer  a  oharg^ 
of  unlawfully  and  by  false  pretences 
obtaining  from  Smith  *  Woodman,  of 
WeUington,  N.  Z.,  the  sum  of  £43 
4s..  with  intent  to  defraud.  The 
case  waa  remanded  until  next  Friday. 

According  to  the  charge  against 
Harrison  it  appears  he  has  been 
carrying  on*  rather  a  lucrative  busi- 
ness in  Australia  for  some  time,  sell- 
ing to  farmers  there  a  certain  sheep 
dip. 

Harrison  la  held  under  the  Fugi- 
tive OffenderB  Act  and  was  arrested 
on  Thursday  evening  when  the 
R.M.S.  Niagara  docked  at  the  oater 
wharves  and  after  examination  by 
the  imraigraUon  authorities  waa  turn- 
ed over  to  the  custody  of  the  Chief  of 
Police. 

He  appeared  before  Magistrate  Jay 
by  virtue  of  a  warrant  issued  under 
section  9  of  the-  Act.  giving  a  magis- 
trate power  in  Canada  to  issue  a 
provisional  warrant  for  the  appre- 
hension of  a  fugitive. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Bullock  Webster,  who 
appeared  on  behalf  of  the  New  Zea- 
land OoTsmment,  stated  that  he  was 
arrested  on  Instnictlonf  from  Wel- 
Ungton  and  asked  that  he  be  re- 
manded until  further  Instructions 
from  New  Zealand. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Moresby,  on  behalf  of 
the  accused.  subnUtted  that  while  a 
man  might  be  arrested  within  Can- 
ada on  telegaphlc  advices.  It  was  not 
poraible  to  do  so  on  a  cable  message 
from  a  point  outside  the  country. 
Mr.  Moresby  severely  criticised  Dr. 
G.  It.  Milne,  Dominion  Immigration 
Agent,  for  having  had  Harrison  ar- 
rested for  being  an  undesirable  on 
the  statements  of  the  offlcers  of  the 
Nlaarara.  Dr.  Milne,  in  a  letter  to

The  fact  that  the  budget  Is  belntf 
brought  down  but  a  few  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  new  fiscal  year 
for  which  provision  must  be  made 
may  be  used  as  an  argument  by  the 
Government  to  urge  expedition  on 
the  items  of  expenditures,  but  the 
Opposition  promises  some  keen  crlU- 
clsm  of  items  and  the  Minister  of  Fi- 
nance will  be  kept  busy  making  ex- 
planation of  the  whys  and  wherefores 
of  his  financial  demands. 

Retained   Soldiers 

The  status  of  the  returned  soldier 
in  regard  to  positions  filled  by  the 
Government  since  it  took  office,  either 
to  fill  vacancies  occasioned  by  the 
dismissal  of  former  civil  servants  or 
in  providing  for  new  positions  by 
the  present  administration,  had  re- 
ceived some  elucidation,  indefinite 
though  it  may  be.  To  the  host  of 
questions  put  by  Opposition  members 
relative  to  the  appointments  made, 
and  especially  to  the  persistent  In- 
quiry as  to  whether  such  positions 
were  oflTered  to  returned  soldiers,  and 
if  not  why  not,  the  customary  Gov- 
ernment reply  has  been  either  that 
the  appointee  was  possessed  of  some 
special  qualifications  which  the  re- 
turned men  was  not  supposed  to  pos- 
sess or  that  no  returne-J  soldier  had. 
made  application  for  the  position.  On 
the  first  excuse  the  replies  give  little 
definite  Information  to  show  what  In 
the  great  majority  of  cases  a  return- 
ed soldier  could  not.  providing  he 
possessed  ordinary  common  sense, 
have  adequately  filled  the  poslUon 
and   "made  Kood." 

But  \he  plea  that  no  soldiers  make 
application  puts  a  new  phase  on  the 
subject.  In  that  it  would  Indicate 
that  there  is  no  particular  efiTort  be- 
ing made  to  see  that  the  returned 
man  is  secured,  but  rather  that  If 
he  is  anxious  for  the  Job  It  is  his 
duty  to  come  forward  and  say  so: 
that  the  facilities  which  exist  in  the 
Returned  Soldiers'  Commission,  tho 
headquarters  of  which  are  located  itf 
the  Legislative  buildings  are  not  be- 
ing utilized  by  the  Government  to 
any  noticeable  extent  At  any  rate 
the  answers  to  questions  propounded 
by  the  Opposition  do  not  disclose 
that  so  far  the  returned  man  has 
benefited  to  any  appreciable  extent 
by  the  opportuniUes  for  employment 
offered  through  vacancies  In  the 
Government  sirvlce. 

For  Instance,  Mr.  Jones  (South 
Okanagan)  Imiulrod  of  tho  Minister 
of  Lands  whether  G.  Vallance,  of 
Basnlch,  now  clsrk  HMlsting  In  the 
administration  of  the  "Soldiers' 
Homestead  Act,"  hi  the  same  O.  Val- 
lance who  Issu.ed  a  polUlcal  news- 
sheet  known  as  the  Saanlch  Column 
at  the  last  Provincial  general  election 
and  was  the  position  orered  to  a  re- 
turned soldier. 

Ministerial  Kxplanattnn 

Hon.  Mr.  PaUullo  answered  that  as 
to  the  connection  of  Mr.  Vallance 
with  any  political  news  sheet  he  had 
no  knowledge:  that  the  position,  the 
salary  of  which  Is  |90  a  months,  was 
not  filled  by  a  returned  man  because 
none  sulUbly  qualified  for  the  posi- 
tion was  an  applicant  at  the  time  the 
position  was  filled. 

Another  caso  was  that  of  Mr,  J 
Paterson.  of  Victoria,  appointed  pur- 
chasing agent.  Mr.  Bowser  asked  If 
he  was  a  civil  servant,  and  if  not  why 
a  civil  servant  was  not  promoted  to 
the  position,  his  age,  and  whether 
any  returned  soldier  was  oflered  the 
position,  and  if  not  why  not? 

Hon.  Mr.  Hart  roplled  that  Mr. 
Paterson,  whose  age  he  did  not  know] 
was  not  a  civil  servant  and  that  on 
the  point  of  tho  returned  soldier  the 
appointment  had  boon  given  to  Mr. 
Paterson  because  he  had  been  re- 
commended by  Comptroller-General 
Mooat  as  the  moot  suitable  man 
among  the  numerous  applications  the 
Comptroller-OonsrM  had  had  before 
him. 

Mr.  Wallla,  Albomt,  who  asked 
questions  oonoeming  tho  appointment 
of  ono  Noble  as  acting  forert  ranger 
In  tho  Revelstoko  district  at  tlOO  a 
month,  was  Informed  that  no  return- 
ed soldier  with  suitable  qualifications 
was  applicant  for  tho  position  at  tho 
time  tho  appointment  was  made.

Afterwards  part  of  this  ool- 
lectloa  is  to  bo  brought  over  to  Victoria 
to  bo  placed  on  view.  None  who  are 
Interested  in  art  should  fall  to  see  this 
supremely  beautiful  aggregation  of 
prln^. 

Colonel  Appleton  gave  two  exhibitions 
of  these  prints  in  Denver  during  the  last 
year,  and  one  at  Boulder,  a  university 
town  In  Colorado.  .Dr.  Blackett.  of  the 
faculty,  had  prepared  the  students  and 
the  townspeople  for  the  exhlblton  by  a 
series  of  public  addresses  on  Japanese 
art.  Illustrated  with  lantern  slides,  and 
more  than  the  usual  amount  of  intel- 
ligent Interest  was  displayed  in  the 
collection  when  it  arrived  in  that  city. 

It  is  the  new  part  of  his  collection 
that  he  will  bring  ,to  Victoria.  During 
his  visit  to  Colorado  he  was  fortunate 
enough  to  come  in  touch  with  Mr.  Metz- 
gar,  who  has  for  many  years  been  con' 
sidered  the  leading  collector  of  Hlro- 
Shiga  prints  In  America,  ana  who  -la  now 
disposing  of  a  great  niunber  of  them 
to  ottasr  collectors.  Mr.  Chandler,  of 
Chicago,  in  fact,  establlahed  his  own 
famous  collection  round  the  prints 
which  bs  secured  from  Mr.  Metzgar. 
It  is  interesting  to  learn  how  highly 
Colonel  Appleton's  collection  was  esti- 
mated by  such  connoisseurs  as  these, 
who  found  that  of  the  set  shown  here 
in  Victoria  about  fifty  were  second  to 
noae.  wbUo  many  were  supremo  to  any- 
thing in  any  of  the  other  well-known 
ooUoctlons.

"Mr.  Mettgar  allowedyne  to  have  over 
seventy  supreme  pieces  from  his  colloc- 
tioB,"  said  Colonel  Appleton  in  referring 
to  the  additions  which  he  had  'made  to 
his  set.  With  his  own  "supreme"  fifty 
he  haa  new  a  wonderful  set  of  the  very 
choicest  examples  of  Miroshlge,  number- 
ing about  SS*.  In  addition  he  has  a 
set  of  about  fifty  "alternatives,"  prints 
adjudged  the  equals  in  beauty  of  the 
fifty  scenes  which  they  duplicate. 

Seattle  oritics  are  vastly  appreciative 
of  the  opportunity  of  seeing  these 
prints.  The  Post-Intelligencer  devote* 
a  column  and  a  half  to  a  detailed  re- 
view of  the  exhibition,  written  through- 
out In  the  most  enthusiastio  vein: 

*'ColoBeI  H.  Appleton,  distinguished 
collector  and  connoisseur,  has  felici- 
tously chosen  the  Spring  for  his  ex- 
hibition of  rare  Japanese  color  prints 
and  surtmonos  to  the  Seattle  art  loving 
public.  For  like  a  flock  of  Joyous  birds

Tho  surlmonos  will  be  new  to  Vic- 
toria. These  represent  the  most  ex- 
quisite detail  work  of  the  old  artists 
from  17t0  to  1S40,  and  represent  to  the 
wood  block  trint  what  the  miniature 
does  to  an  ofl  painting.

March  IS.— Assaultlas 
th*  British  line*  on  the  south,  the  a«r- 
maaa  have  forced  their  way  forward 
ov*r  a  front  approximately  twenty-oa* 
miles  in  lensth.  hav*  i»enetrated  to  a 
depth  of  four  or  five  miles  west  of 
Qunbral.  and  hav*  r*aehed  Ham.  weat 
of  flt  Quentin.  a  dlstanc*  of  about  nine 
mnes  west  of  the  British  lines  as  they 
stood  before  the  inception  of  tbe  Teu- 
tonic ofTensive  on  Thursday. 

"The  German  claim  that  the  forces 
of  the  Central  Empires  ^re  flshtlns  on 
a  line  northeaat  of  Bapaume,  Peronne 
and  Ham  haa  not  been  aubatantiated  by 
Britiah  official  diapatchea.  but  the  Brit- 
ish reports  ahow  that  there  haa  been  a 
retirement  at  varioua  x>olnt«,  eapeclally 
at  8t  Quentin.  wh«r  Field  Marahal  Hals 
says  his  forces  have  taken  up  their 
new  poaltlona  and  are  heavily  easased 
with   the  enemy. 

Aocordlns  to  a  Berlin  oAclal  diapatch 
"a  conalderable  part  of  the  Britiah  army 
haa  been  beaten."  buU  thla  is  not  borne 
out  by.  any  facts  so  far  known.  That 
25,000  men  have  been  captured  by  the 
Teutona  may  l>e  conaidered  as  a  natural 
result  of  the  slow  British  withdrawal  at 
various  points.  Thla  number,  however, 
is  very  small  in  comparison  with  the 
forces  Field  Marshal  Haii^  has  thrown 
into  the  fray. 

The  frishtful  combat  continued  all 
day  Saturday. 

Viir  to  BctT*  W*4t* 

Th*  sreat  German  offensive  on  the 
Western  front  has  developed  as  its  sa- 
Ilaat  feature  an  apparent  desperate  ef- 
fort to  brei^  into  the  southwest  of^St. 
Quentin,  drive  a  wedse  between  the  Brit- 
ish and  ths  French  and  push  on  aoroaa 
tha  Somme  Canal  In  the  seneral  direc- 
tion of  Compiecn*  and  Paris. 

BlmultanceuBly  Paris  has  been  bom- 
barded at  quarter  hour  intfrvals,  be- 
Sinnins  fiaturday  forenoon,  with  shells 
of  about  •  S-E-lach  calibre.  The  source 
of  the  bombardment  has  not  been  re- 
vealed. The  nearest  point  on  the  front 
is  42  mnes  distant,  more  than  twice  as 
far  as  nrtiUery  Are  haa  ever  reached 
previously.  One  theory  sussested  Is 
that  the  Germans  have  developed  an 
aerial  torpedo'  which  can  be  flred  from 
a  Ions  distance. 

There  was  an  admitted  break  in 
th*  British  line  in  the  St.  Quentin 
region  late  yesterday,  the  Germans 
forolns  their  tray  throush  the  defen- 
sive system  and  compelling  a  British 
retreat  to  prepared  positions  within 
tha  area  devastated  by  the  Germans 
In  their  retreat  in  the  sprins  of 
1917.  This  new  line  also  is  now  be- 
ing attacked  by  the  Germans,  and 
newa  dispatches  filed  from  the  front 
late  In  the  day  indicated  that  the 
flshtlns  already  waa  heavy  in  the 
vicinity  of  Ham,  which  represents  a 
l>*n*tration  of  nine  miles  for  the 
Germans,  Ham  is  approximately  11 
miles  southwest  of  St.  Quentin.  A 
supreme  effort  by  th*  Germans  to 
cut  the  line  In  this  rsgioa  Is  fore- 
casted in  tfte  dispatches.  They  hav* 
put  cavalry  in  th*  field  to  follow  up 
the  infantry,  and  evidently  intend  to 
throw  the  Uhlans  into  the  fray  when 
th*  infantry  columns  open  the  breach 
th*  German  hlsh  command  is  count- 
ing upon. 

Further  north  the  British  lines, 
while  they  have  drawn  back,  ar* 
holding  well  in  their  new  positions. 
.The  maximum  British  retrogression 
there  seems  to  have  been  about  four 
miles,^  at  Mory.  which  haa  changed 
hands*  several  times. 

French  Now  Involved 
Reports  that  th*  French  hav*  be- 
come Involved  in  the  struggle  seem 
credible,  as  the  recession  of  the  Brit- 
ish right  flank,  which  waa  resting 
approximately  upon  La  Fere,  at  the 
river  Olse,  would  jnevltably  carry 
with  it  th*  Fr*nch  left,  which  had 
reatad  upon  th*  Ola*. 

Th*  advanc*  is  being  accompanied 
hy  a  t«nibl*  slatightar  of  th*  0*r- 
mans,  who,  in  th«ir  masstfl  forma- 
tions, are  being  cut  to  piecos  by 
British  guns  of  all  calibres.  The 
British  oasuaUles  too.  hav*  been 
heavy,  and  Berlin  claimed  the  tak- 
ing of  25,000  British  prisoners  and 
400  guns. 

ICmi>eror  William  himself  Is  ^In 
'command  of  the  German  armies  fight- 
ing this  battle,  which  he  had  prer^ 
lously  declared  would  be  the  declsiv* 
one  of  th*  war.  and  London  com- 
mentators credit  him  with  assuming 
this  post  with  th*  aim  of  going  down 
In  history  as  the  victor  in  th*  great- 
eat  oonflNct  in  th*  world's  history. 
Allies  Confldent

Germans,  no  loaa  of  oonfldenc*  on

Send  Many  Gas  and  High  Ex- 
plosive Shells  Into  and  Be- 
hind German  Lines — Enemy 
Uses  Mustard  Gas.  . 


WITH  THB  AMERICAN  ARMY  IN 
FRANCE,  (By  the  Assooiafted  Press.) 
March  M. — Hundreds  of  gas  shells 
ware  flred  by  tha  Ajnerican  artillery 
on  the  Toul  sector  Into  the  village  of 
St.  Baussant.  The  American  obaer- 
vers  reported  that  the  work  of  the 
artillery   was   affective. 

At  the  same  time  high  explosive 
shells  wera  flred  Into  tha  town,  against 
batterlea  In  the  rear  of  die  cemetery 
and  Into  Sonnard  Wood,  where  there 
were  other  enemy  guns. 

An  observation  balloon  near  Montaeo 
broke  from  ita  moorings  thto  morning 
and  floated  toward  the  American  llnaa. 
Tha  artillery  brought  it  down  In  N6 
Man'a  Land  and  then  completely  de- 
atroyed   it. 

A  patrol  of  our  Americans  early 
thla  morning  crawled  nearly  a  mile, 
approached  a  German  Itotenlng  poat 
from  the  rear  and  Jumped  on  tha  Ger- 
man there,  throttling  him  befora  ha 
had  a  chance  to  make  an  outcry.  They 
returned  to  their  line  aa  quietly  am 
thay  want  bringing  their  prtooner  with 
them.  He  was  put  through  an  examin- 
ation by  tha  intelllganca  ofllcera. 

Tha  American  guns  retaliated  heavily 
agalnat  the  Oarmana,  who  again  laat 
night  dropped  more  than  six  hundred 
tnnstard  gas  shells  Into  a  certain  town 
within  tha  American  Ilnea.  There  waa 
no  wind,  and  tha  gaa  remained  for 
honra  The  American  artillery  work 
was  vary  aoenrata.

British  Columbia  Has  Great 
Capabifities  in  That  Direc- 
tion Is  View  of  Professor 
Boving,  of  University. 


VANCOUVER,   B.C..  March  S«.-^hat 
Brltlah  Columbia  may  aat  a  new  world'a 


record  In  seed-growing  circles  la  tha 
yield  of  beet  and  mangold  aeeda  to  the 
Btatement  of  Professor  P.  A.  Boving, 
seed  expert  of  the  College  of  Agricul- 
ture in  the  University  of  B.C..  who  ar- 
rived back  from  a  trip  through  the  In- 
terior, in  which  he  and  Andrew  Mc- 
Means,  of  the  seed  branch  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  added  about 
300  aerea  mora  to  the  seed  growing 
cultivation    of    this    Province. 

"rom  what  I  have  seen  of  the  seed- 
growing  possibilities  of  B.C..  said  Mr. 
Boving  last  night,"  I  feel  confidant  in 
saying  that  the  yield  of  mangel  and 
beet  seeds  in  this  Province  will  average 
out  at  3,000  pounds  to  the  acre,  which 
win  be  the  highest  yield  in  the  world. 
At  present  a  high  average  yield  of  tbe^it  , 
varieties  of  seed  Is  about  l.COO  pounds  ' 
to  the  acre. 

At  present  prices  this  yield  will  en- 
sure to  the  farmer  a  gross  revenue  of 
$560  to  the  acre,  and  a  net  profit  of 
fMO,  which  is  as  good  as  can  ba  done 
with  almost  any  crop.  To  ahow  that 
this  can  be  done.  I  might  mention  that 
I  sent  a  few  mangel  roots  to  Kelowna, 
which  produced  at  the  rate  of  4.000 
pounds  to  the  acre,  and  while  thto  Is 
only  an  Indication  it  goes  to  show  that 
with  the  proper  sort  of  cultivation  re- 
markable results  can  be  atUined." 

Messrs.  Boving  and  McMeans  separ- 
ated, as  the  season  was  getting  on.  Mr.  ' 
McMeans  wlU  continue  in  the  Interior, 
going  through  the  Kootenay  country  on 
his  feed  growing  mission,  while  Mr. 
Boving  will  attend  to  tha  FVaaar  Valley. 
Sixty  acrea  are  contracted  for  aead- 
growlng  in  the  Ashcroft  distriot  as  a 
result  of  their  efforts.

WASHINOTON.  March  JS.— Fur- 
ther reducUon  In  the  eonaumpUon  of 
wheat  was  asked  of  the  public  to- 
night by  the  food  adminlatnitlon  that 
the  scant  supplies  available  before 
the  next  harvest  may  be  re<|1ilred  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  army,  domestic 
consumers  and  th  Allies.  Every  Am- 
erican Is  requested  to  cut  his  average 
ration  of  wheat  by  flfty  per  cent, 
which  would  reduce  the  total  month- 
ly normal  consumption  to  21.000.000 
bushels.  That  gives  a  ration  of  not 
more  than  1  %  pounds  of  wheat  pro- 
duets  weekly  for  each  person.  Flour 
sales  will  be  eut  to  one-eighth  of  a 
barrel  for  a  town  customer  and  to 
one-quarter  of  a  barrel  for  any  coun- 
try customer,  that  rstailers'  stocks 
may  be  distributed  to  aa  great  a  num- 
ber as  possible.

I  propose  to  show  bow  tha  madern 
aathoda  make  af  IHeratnra  a  gteat  la- 
atnuaent  In  the  development  of  our 
youths  and  maidens,  of  our' men  and 
women,  fer  the  eult  of  Utarature  can 
so  oa  throuah  life  wberavep  a  be^k  aad 
a   quiet  nook   oan   be  found. 

V«M  Vlaytd  by  niirit 
It  oan  play  lu  part  la  ths  develop- 
meat  of  the  senses.  But  perhaps  I 
must  first  justify  any  plan  so  original 
as  the  development  of  the  despised 
seases.  For  they  have  been  deaplsed 
where  they  hava  not  been  feared.  I 
refer  advisedly  to  them  aU-^lght.  hear- 
ing, taste,  smell  aad  toueh.  We  ap- 
pear to  go  through  Ufa  like  an  ox 
graslng  in  the  field.  When  the  morning 
makes  the  dewdrope  twinkle  like  the 
eyas  of  fairies— the  ox  eats  grass — 
when  the  soaltght  colors  tha  meaatalasr 
tope  till  they  alow  like  panting  god- 
desses— the  ox  eaU  grass;  when  the 
Northern  Ughts  shimmer  tike  ths  tin- 
sel gown  sf  Dame  Nature  heraalf— the 
ox  eata  grasa  So  go  w*  through  life, 
and  pat-'i^sa  yet.~aod  haa  given  us 
meaaa  to  enjoy  all  sighu,  all  soanda. 
aU  tastea,  all  perfumes  that  are  agreed 
able  ta  us,  aad  to  revel  la  beanty  of 
form  and  of  anbataaoe.  Not  only  doea 
He  supply  the  meaas  but  He  starts  ua 
well  on  the  way  to  use  them.  Watch 
the  baby.  Do  you  suppooe~as  some 
fond  atethers  do->that  when  baby  im- 
mediately puts  a  strange  object  ta  his 
mouth  he  does  so  because  he  haa  Pann- 
ed the  habit  af  auaklag.  or  again— 
because  his  litUe  teeth  hurt  him, 
did'ums?  Rubbish!  There  Is  some 
hablt^-there  is  a  littU  teething  trouble, 
but  nine  times  out  of  ten  the  baby  is 
much  too  clever  fer  the  mere  grown- 
up to  understand.  The  baby  doea  aot 
learn  the  slae  and  shape  of  things  by 
sight  aloas.  He  explores  them  by  sight 
aad  toooh  eombiaed.  When  his  fingers 
fail  him  he  carries  the  object  to  the 
mora  seasitive  nerves  of  the  lips,  and 
thus  he  learns  much  more  about  the 
object   he    Is    examinina. 

Have  you  noticed  how  peoirie's  fingers 
itch  to  haadle  the  straage  war  sauven- 
Irs  that  are  coming  back  to  us  at  pres- 
ent? "Let  me  see,"  says  the  bystander, 
when  he  or  she  is  quite  near  enofirh 
to  see.  "Let  me  feel"  Is  what  ia  really 
meant.  Only  when  the  object  has  baea 
handled,  oaly  whea  lU  ahapa.  textara 
and  welaht  have  bean  registered  by 
the  touch,  oaly  than  do  wa  have  a  fara 
visual  Imaga  «f  It:" 

Baby  learns  shape  and  distaaei  by 
feeling  and  by  walking.  At  first  tha 
plate  en  the  table  aad  the  aaoon  In  tha 
heavens  are  mere  dtbks  to  him — with 
na  relation  betjwaan  their  raapeetlva  dis- 
tances. He  cries  fbr  the  moon  and  be- 
comes exasperated  V«»>io*  he  oaanot 
graap  it.  Ha  tralne  his  Sight  and 
touch  toaetber,  develops  his  hearing  aad 
distinguishes  between  the  footfalls  of 
one  person  and  another;  and  he  would 
develop  his  sense  of  smell  to  distlagalah 
batwaea  one  persea  aad  aaother,  Just 
as  more  arimitive  men  do.  If  we  did  not 
Intervene  But  we  do  intervene.  Hear- 
ing, we  seem  to  aay,  must  be  developed 
only  to  reaister  the  spoken  word,  and 
that  aiaat  Imperfeotly.  gight  Is  useful 
only  ta  let  ua  raad.  Touch  has  little 
place  in  edaoatlen  after  the  first  few 
years.  Smell  hss  ao  place  at  all — ex- 
cept in  the  chemical  laboratory— nor 
has  taste.  The  senses  have  become  the 
han&maMeno,  the  mere  elavea  of  the  in- 


taUeet.

Wbsra  smell 
oould  be  of  servteo  be  should  dlstln- 
aulsh  by  amen  alone^  or  by  taste  alone, 
until  hla  aaaats  become  a  hurryias  band 
of  auxlllarlea  mahina  to  serve  him  at 
tha  flalataat  oslL  Above  all,  ha  should 
leara  ta  parealve  aad  ta  agpreelate  the 
beet  in  sight  tast«  sbmH.  sound  or 
touch.  He  ahauld  be  lad  ta  the  eult 
of  tha  Baaattful  for  Mm  aerg  ggke. 


N*t  oaly  have  we  aaglacted  t^  edu- 
cation of  the  aenses,  bat  ara  have  nesw 
leeted  to  train  our  youth  ta  tgterpret 
tha  feelings  af  others.  There  are  men 
wha  ae<  who  hear,  who  feeV  aad  they 
have  written  af  their  expertenoe — yet 
when  we  put  their  works  inta  tha  hands 
of  our  yaaths  and  maidens  ther  read 
aad  do  nai  see;  the  muaio  af  natnra 
rings  ta  tham  from  the  prlalad  i»aaa 
aad  they  do  not  hear — ike  sauva  taste. 
of  lotna-eatlag  that  would  Uft  t^am.  If 
but  for  an  haur.  above  this  aaatld  Ufa 
—doea  not  In  the  least,  exelta  thalr  pal- 
ate. They  cannot  feel  the  fresh  damp 
moss,  the  eeellng  stream,  th*  velvet 
I>eaoh.  They  cannot  feel  the  aaress  of 
pleasure  or  the  atab  ht  pain.  They 
cannot  Ihre  with  the  author  or  bis  crea- 
tiaps,  oaanot  taste  their  joys  and  feel 
their  sorroan  go  down  into  tha  depths 
with  them  and  with  them  clamber  to 
tho  eoal-fanned  helabts.  Then  why  let 
tham  raad  great  authors?  Surely,  sure- 
ty  the  daily  papers  were  good  cnouffh 
for  them!  Tet.  alas!  oould  they  feel 
sufllolently  to  do  justice  to  the  daily 
papers  In  this  alorlous  hour  of  a  na 
tlon's  safferings?

Is  life  theiTeo  surfeited  with  pleasure 
that  we  «aa  afford  thus  to  deprive  our- 
selves of  the  greatest  pisaaura  of  all?

Some 
years  ago  I  had  to  do  with  an  old 
French  surgeon  of  great  reputation.  I 
was  a  student  at  the  time  and  the  old 
fellow  must  needs  talk  of  his  far-away 
student  days.  In  a  marnlfieeat  flat  in 
the  Rue  Aul>er  he  told  me  haw  he  could 
not  pay  the  alx  cents  and  ride  inside 
the  bus  to  the  Medical  School,  but  al- 
ways reda  «a  top  for  three  oents. 
Winter,  that  he  might  not  feel  the  bit- 
ter e&at  wlnda.  he  recited  to  himself 
whole  pages  of  Rawsine,  ef  Corneille  or 
of  Bossnet  Thaa.  as  he  prepared  his 
instruments,  he  went  on  to  recite,  with 
a  pleasure  that  Illumined  hie  fine  eld 
faee.  one  of  Boasuet's  wonderful  ora- 
tions. That  man  could  see  and  hear 
and  feel  aad  had  mo  entfred  Into  the 
Innerataot  aan]  of  the  graatlwrltero  that 
at  aaly  momenf  he  oould  seek  their  pre- 
aenee.  Then  could  reach  him  neither 
haat  wlada  nar  man'a  Inrratitude— be 
waa  In  a  world  of  hla  own.  fenoed  round 
with  'adamant.  He  muat  have  beeii  a 
senaltlva  old  weakliaa?  No,  be  was 
merely  a  highly  succeaaful  suraeon  with 
aenrea  of  eteel, 

I  oaanot  develop  befara  you  the  joy 
that  casaes  of  peraeivtng  art,  or  Ittera- 
tura,  or  nature  with  one's  whole  being. 
I  eaa  bat  remind  you  that  this  Is  a 
pleasure  that  can  be  repeated  by 
meory.

Is  actually  given  by  mention  of 
noiae.  Note  also  that  In  this  one  pas- 
aaire  appeal  is  made  to  sight  smell 
and  sound. 

"The  moon  all  round  and  reddlslv 
rose  level  with  the  ground.  Beyond 
the  meadowa.  It  mounted  rapidly  be- 
tween the  branches  of  the  poplara  that 
hid  it  from  time  to  time  like  a  worn, 
black  curtain.

Smell,  taste  and  feeling  are  used  in  a 
similar    way    to    complete    description, 
but  time  will  not  permit  ef  more  quota- 
tion.

Z.et  ua  aivly  theee  qualltlea  to  our 
everyday  life.  First  of  all  as  regarde 
persons:  The  teacher  who  respoota  his 
calling  will  never  allow  the  story  to 
run  away  with  the  people.  The  men 
and  women  in  the  book,  the  man  or 
woman  behind  the  book,  ahoulg  be  our 
vital  concern — I  speak,  of  course,  of 
works  of  imagination  and  particularly 
of  novels,  plays  and  lyrical  poems.  We 
have  a  tendency  as  a  race  to  read  for 
the  Btory  nM>ra  thaa  for  the  psyehology 
of  the  actors,  and  /far  be  it  from  me  'to 
deny  the  pleasure  ^f  the  "tale  that  hold- 
eth  children  from  play  and  old  men 
from  the  chimney  comer."  Here  oomee 
then  the  epecial  plea  for  the  reading 
of  foreign  literature,  and  particularly 
of  French.  More  peyohologloal  In  its 
conception,  it  offers  less  action  to  dis* 


tract  the  mlad  from  the  people.  It 
deals  with  altaatlons  that  are  new  to 
us,  that  caaaot  be  measured  by  any 
tlme-wom  eoaventlona,  that  reauire  ap- 
praalatlag  or  condeauUag  on  their  awn 
merlta.  Aa  we  read.  If  we  are  readiag 
wisely,  we  learn  that  different  periods, 
dUTerent  countries,  aye,  different  dls- 
trlots,  have  social  environments,  social 
oodea,  even  moral  laws,  that  are  dif- 
ferent from  our  own  and  that  must  be 
taken  tato  aeeount  if  we  ara  to  dirrlve 
at  a  fa^r  Judgment  of  the  people  who 
are  governed  by  them.  We  may  not 
agree  with  this  different  order  of 
things,  wa  amy  flaally  oondema  It  but 
we  shall  at  least  Isam  to  suspend  Judg- 
ment until  such  tlms  aa  we  are  in  poe- 
seasloa  of  both  sMea  of  the  aueatlon. 
The  raaliat  or  aaturaltst  wrltsr  may 
be  so  plunged  in  the  mire  that  he  oan 
see  nothing  but  the  seamy  aids  of  life, 
and  we  must  recognise  this  as  we  read 
and  remember  that  aome  ray  of  light 
some  beam  of  Idealiam,  ehoald  be  aeon 
In  the  most  dismal  extotenea.

^atrlotlmn  may  be  deflned  as  love 
of  an  davotlon  to  one's  country.  It 
iMtoken*  true  nobility  of  soul.  .  .The 
thtaken  of  ancient  Greece  and  Rome 
pbwod  It  at  the  bead  of  the  natural 
virtues.  .  It  spurred  men  on  to  great 
deads,  even  to  the  layln*  down  of  life. 
before  the  8on  of  Gk>d  came  to  be. 
when  clothed  with  our  manhood,  the 
supreme  example  of  the  love  that 
leads  to  the  supreme  saorlflce  of  self. 
Horace,  the  bard  of  pagan  Rome, 
daemed  It  "sweet  and  seemly  to  die 
^or  one's   country." 

Patriotism  has  Its  physical  basis.  It 
lies  In  tb*  fact  that  we  are  part  and 
parcal  of  tha  land  ws  live  In.  We 
l>reathe  Its  Ufe-«lvlnc  air;  we  draw 
our  food  from  its  soil.  Its  forests,  its 
rivers  and  Ha  seas;  we  ere  cradled  la 
Its  armii  and  Its  skies  bend  tenderly 
over  our  childhood;  we  are  lulled  to 
«l«ep  by  the  aoufhlnc  of  lU  breezea 
and  the  nmrmnr  of  Its  rnnnlB*  waters. 

And  this  Is  but  the  least  part  of  It— 
what  Is  ours  In  common  with  the  birds 
of  the  air  and  the  beasts  of  the  field. 
Our  higher  life,  our  thouirhts,  our 
feeHngs,  our  emotions — these  are  nur- 
tured by  the  sights  and  sounds  of  our 
own  land.  And  the  tender  ties  of 
kindred  and  friendship,  and  all  the  en- 
dearments that  are  summed  up  In  the 
one  word  "home,"  they  knit  us  to  our 
native  strand.  In  short  every  fibre 
of  our  being  Is  woven  out  of  material 
that  grew  up  In  the  land  of  our  birth. 
And  ao  the  seeds  of  patriotism  are 
sown  In  our  hearts  by  Nature  herself, 
that*  to  take  root  and  grow,  and  blos- 
"goin,  and  bear  frull  of  devotion  eueh- 
devotlon  as  we  witness  in  these  stir- 
ring times. 

Thousands  upon  thousands  since 
this  war  began  have  laid  down  their 
Ihras  for  their  country.  The  author 
of  a  posthumous  work  which  has  had 
a  wide  circulation  both  In  Canada  and 
the  United  SUtes  tries  to  make  out 
that  their  having  done  so,  instead  of 
being  meritorious  in  the  highest  de- 
gr—,  was  criminal,  for  that  patriotism 
Is  "the  spirit  of  the  very  devil."  War, 
according  to  him.  is  wrong  in  itself, 
and  "In  open  and  utter  violation  of 
Christianity."  Such  wild  statements, 
•et  down  without  even  an  attempt  at 
substantiating  thwn,  might  justly  be 
dismissed  as  the  ravings  of  a  mad- 


man. But,  because  many  have  boeo 
misled  by  them.  It  will  be  woU  to  op- 
po«»  to  tbem  the  truo  teaoMog  oa  thtt 
•abject. 

And  nrst  as  to  war.  Who  wfll  say 
that  it  Is  not  a  terrible  evn?  Yet, 
with  two  other  giant  eylls.  pestilence 
and  famine.  It  has  sUOced  through  tha 
world  from  the  first.  And  tho  three 
are  bat  satalUtoi  of  a  yet  more  dread- 
ful evil,  from  which  none  can  claim 
exemption,  from  which  there  Is  no  re- 
prieve, and  that  is  death.  Now  the 
Bible  teaches  us  that  death  Itself  l» 
the  child  of  aln,  for  "by  the  dis- 
obedience of  one  man  sin  entered  the 
world,  and  through  aln  death,"  Rom. 
v.:  1».  The  Son  of  Ood  came  down 
from  Heaven  to  heal  the  human  race. 
Liike  a  wise  physician.  He  went  at 
once  to  the  root  of  the  dlaease.  In- 
asmuch as  all  the  Ills  tfail  flerti  Ja 
heir  to  have  their  source  In  sin.  He 
set  Himself  to  overthrow  this  pHni- 
eval  enemy  of  our  race,  which  He  did 
on  Calvary,  when  with  His  own  blood 
He  "blotted  out  thr  handwriting  of  the 
decree  that  was  against  ua"  No- 
where does  He  aay  that  He  came  to 
do  away  with  war,  or  pestilence,  or 
famine.  And,  as  a  matter  of  fact.  He 
did  not  do  away  with  them.  But  He 
does  say  that  He  "came  to  give  His 
life  a  ransom  for  many."  La,  to  re- 
deem men  from  the  captivity  of  sin. 
And  He  turned  war,  and  peftllence. 
and  famine,  and  even  death  Itself, 
these  fearsome  enemies  of  the  human 
race.  Into  alUes  In  the  batUe  against 
sin.  In  the  great  cause  of  s&lvatlon. 
He  taught  men  that  sin  was  the  su- 
preme evil,  the  evil  alone  to  be  ■«- 
premely  dreaded.  "Fenr  not."  He  said, 
"those  who  kill  the  body,  but  fear  Him 
who  can  make  both  body  and  soul  to 
perish  in  helL"  An  why  to  perish  la 
hell?  Because  of  sin.  The  religion 
that  He  founded  has  done  much  to 
mitigate  the  horrors  of  war,  and  would 
have  done  away  with  war  altogether 
did  men  but  follow  iU  precepts.  But, 
as  the  Apostle  says,  "Not  all  obey  the 
Ooepel."  and  so  sin  continues  to  hold 
men  captive.  Both  individual  men 
and  nations  wrong  one  another,  sin 
against  Qod  and  one  another,  and  war. 
In  the  long  ran.  results  from  wrong. 

The^Son  of  0«d  caoM  to  give  'litaaca 
on  earth  to  men  of  good-will"  It  Is 
written  that  "there  Is  no  peace  for  the 
wicked."  Peace  is  broad-based  on 
Justice,  and  Justice  Ilea  in  gWlng 
everyone  his  due— first  and  above  all 
in  giving  God  His  due.  the  obedience, 
the  love,  the  loyal  service  that  are 
so  Justly  owing  to  Him.  Banish  in- 
justice, banish  wrong,  banish  sin  from 
the  world,  "and  you  banish  war  for 
evermore.  But  It  Is  for  the  Individ- 
ual, not  for  the  nation  as  such,  to  do 
this.  The  nation  as  such  Is  but  an 
aggregation  of  Individuals  bsund  to- 
gether by  political  and  racial  ties. 
Hence  the  message  of  Christ  Is  not 
for  the  nation  as  such.  The  Sermon 
on    the    Mount   is   addressed    to   Indi- 


vidual men.  and  furnishes  no  mle  for 
the  guldanoe  of  aatlona  Nay,  It  la 
not  maaot  to  serra  as  «  rol«v  to  the 
strict  aanaa,  even  for  the  guldaaf e  of 
the  IndtnduaL  It  deals  In  counsels 
as  weiras  In  precepUi  which  bind  the 
conaeleoce.  Nor  are  either  the  coun- 
sels or  the  precepta  always  to  be  fol- 
lowed to  the  letter.  Thus,  w«  are  not 
literally  to  turn  the  other  cheek  to  the 
smlter,  nor  literally  to  plndK  out  the 
right  eye  If  It  offend.  The  ona  Is 
counsel  to  forego  even  the  Just  vindi- 
cation of  our  rights  when  our  nelgh- 
hor  has  wronged  us,  tbe  other  a  com- 
knand  to  cut  out  of  our  lives  what  may 
be  as  dear  to  us  or  as  useful  as  the 
right  hand.  If  it  puts  the  salvation  of 
the  soul  in  Jeapordy.  Failure  to  In-, 
terpret  aright  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount  and  to  distinguish  between 
precept  and  counsel,  has  led  to  no  end; 
of  confusion  In  the  religious  world.    , 

No  one  can  put  h(s  finger  on  a 
single  saying  of  Christ's  which  afllrms 
or  necessarily  implies  that  war  Is 
wrong  m  Itself.  Were  it  wrong  in 
Itself,  He  should  and  would  have 
•aid  so.  Standing  before  the  tribunal 
of  Pontlua  Pilate.  He  recognized  that 
the  supreme  authority  In  a  state  has 
power  of  life  and  death  over  those 
that  are  subject  to  it  "aylng,  "Thou 
wouldst  have  no  power  over  me  were 
It  not  given  th^p  from  on  high."  He 
bade  men  "render  to  Caesar  the  things 
that  are  Caesar's."  though  well  He 
knew  that  Caesar,  the  temporal  ruler, 
had  claimed  and  exercised  In  every 
age  the  right  to  make  war  and  sum- 
«non  people  to  military  service.  He 
declared  of  the  Roman  centurion  that 
He  "found  not  such  faith  in  Israel," 
thus  plainly  implying  that  the  pro- 
fession of  arms  is  quite  con4>atible 
with  the  possession  of  highest  spiritual 
gifts.  "It  war  were  altogether  op- 
posed to  Christianity."  wisely  observed 
flt  Augustine,"  the  soldiers  who 
sought  advice  In  the  Gospel  on  the 
matter  of  their  souls'  salvation  would 
rather  have  been  counselled  to  cast 
aside  their  arms  and  give  up  soldier- 
ing. But  what  they  were  told  was: 
"Do  violence  to  no  man,  neither  accuaa 
any  man  falsely,  and  be  content  with 
your  pay"  (Luke  ill.:  14).  "When  he 
bade  them  be  content  with  their  pay, 
He  did  not  forbid  them  to  carry  arms" 
(Letter   1S8,  al.    6,  n.  16). 

But  while  the  Christian  religion  does 
not  forbid  war  in  Itself,  It  does  sternly 
forbid  unjust  war  and  all  Injustice 
and  needless  cruelty  In  the  waging  of 
war.  For  a  war  to  be  Just  three 
conditions  are  required:  (1)  the  au- 
thority of  the  sovereign  power;  (2)  a 
just  cause;  (3)  a  right  Intention  in 
those  who  fight  A  word  about  each 
of  these. 

It  Is  not  for  the  private  Individual 
to  draw  the  sword  even  when  wrong 
is  done  to  htm,  because  he  can  get 
redress  from  the  civil  courts.  But  the 
common  weal  is  committed  to  those 
who  are  in  authority,  and  It  Is  their 


boalnesa  to  •••  to  It  that  It  snltor  ao 
datiiment  Henea.  when  one  nation 
wrongs  another,  and  no  redress  ca.i 
be  got  by  peaceful  means,  recourse  la 
had  to  arms.  "He  beareth  not  the 
■word  m  vain,"  says  tbe  ApoeUe, 
speakliw  of  the  one  In  authority,  "for 
he  Is  God's  minister,  an  aMrenger  to 
execute  wrath  on  him  who'  doth  avU" 
(Rom.  zhL:  4),  whether  the  evil  doer 
be  an  tatamal  foe  or  an  external 
enemy. 

In  the  second  place  there  must  be  a 
just  cause,  awAi  as  we  have  in  this 
war  beyond  all  question.  All  ara 
•greed  that  the  vindication  of  a  cov- 
enant of  nations  and  the  defence  of 
right  are  Just  causes  of  war,  and  Oer^ 
many  did  most  brutally  and  foully 
violate  a  solemn  joint  and  several 
treaty  and  trample  upon  right  "A 
Just  war,"  says  St.  Augustine^  "Is 
wont  to  be  described  as  one  that 
avenges  wrongs,  when  a  niitlon  or 
state  has  to  be  punished  for  refusing 
to  make  amends  for  wrongs  inflicted, 
or  to  restore  what  It  has  s«!red  un- 
justly" (on  Josue,  q.  10). 

Thrice  is  he  armed   who  hath   hta 

quarrel  Juat 
And  he  but  naked,  though  looked  up 

In  steel. 
Whose  conscience  with   Injustice  la 

corrupted. 


Laatly,  thoae  who  fight  muat  have  a 
right  Intention.  They  must  aim  at 
punishing  the  wrong,  at  vindicating 
,the  right  at  securing  peace.  Here  the 
same  Augustine  well  observes:  "The 
passion  for  doing  harm,  the  cruel 
thirst  for  vengeance,  an  unpadfic  and 
relentless  spirit  the  fever  of  revolt, 
the  lust  of  power,  and  such-like  things, 
all  these  are  rightly  condemned  in 
war"  (against  Faustus  the  Manichean, 
n.  22).  May  the  soldier  shoot  to  kill? 
There  are  thosA  who  hold  that  he  may 
not;  that  he  may  only  intend  to  over- 
throw the  enemy  or  put  him  out  ot 
action.  But  I  for  my  part  believe  the 
distinction  Is  of  little  practical  value. 
The  overthrowing  has  to  be  done  in 
such  rough  and  ready  way  as  may  be 
open  to  one  in  the  heat  of  battle,  and 
cannot  be  trusted  to  be  effective  un- 
less one  takes  deadly  aim.  The  ofltee 
of  the  soldier  on  the  field  of  bq^ttle 
may  be  compared  to  that  of  the  legal 
executioner.  He  acts  in  vlrtiie  of  the 
power  conferred  iipon  him  by  the  su- 
preme authority  of  the  state,  who,  as 
the  Apostle  has  It,  "beareth  not  the 
sword  In  vain,"  but  is  "God's  minister, 
an  avenger  to  execute  wrath  on  the 
evildoer."  Now.  In  a  Just  war,  waged 
Justly,  every  enemy  soldier  \n  to  be 
accounted  an  evildoer.  Inasmuch  as  he 
Is  Identified  with  an  unrighteous 
cause.  In  withholding  the  right  and 
upholding  the  wrong.  For  the  rest 
tbe  Individual  soldier  can  hardly  Judge 
whether  the  cause  he  is  fighting  for 
is  Just  or  not  Unless  the  greater

iBir  MtH  Ideas.  We  Are  apoUed  by  the 
eaormoua  quantity  of  reading  material 
flans  At  us  dallr  by  the  newspaper 
and  the  cheap  periodical.  Car«leaaly 
written,  it  la-atill  more  carelessly  read. 
The  headline  contradicts  the  news  it 
annoances  and  we  heed  not;  one  column 
oontradiota  the  next  one  and  we  never 
pauas  to  reeoaoUe  the  two  or  to  throw 
out  one  of  them.  We  lay  aside  the 
yaiMr  after  an  hour's  readint  with  not 
throe  new  Ideas  In  our  brain.  It  is  easy 
'  leiee  wfiehee  comes  the  medical  rea- 
•ealns,  the  felae  premises,  the  tursid 
exposition,  that  are  our  dally  experience. 
Here  asaln  the  student  who  haa 
leanked  to  aee.  hear,  feel,  as  he  rcada 
aeott  learns  to  think.  The  thought  i« 
weighed,  compared,  contrasted,  applied, 
becomes  part  of  our  own  mental  nbre,  is 
completely  rejected  as  false,  or  modined 
and  accepted  as  true.  The  student 
leama  to  distinguish  between  thoucht 
and  words,  between  Idea*  and  verboalty, 
between  ooaatruettve  criticism  and  mere 
▼Itnperatlon.  He  will  meet  later  the 
maa  who  debates  In  the  club-swinglns 
meaner  and  will  be  unaffected  by  this 
aotmd  (and  fury.  With  the  rapier  of  hia 
clear  thlnblag  be  wUl  have  ^o  diffloulty 
In  getting  under  the~iwinging  club  and 
^f  putting  hora  4e  oombat  the  oratorl- 
eal  bully.  He  wfll  learn  to  dlstlnauish 
between  easentlals  and  non-essentials, 
net  only  In  Jils  trade  or  profeasion  but 
In  his  home,  and  will  thus  be  a  more, 
useful  member  of  society  and  a  more 
affectionate  aivd  reasonable  person  in 
the  home.  Three-qaartera  of  family 
quarrels  are  about  things  that  are  of 
no  Importance  whatsoever  and  the  re- 
matoing  quarter  deal  with  matters  so 
grave  and  so  dee]>-rooted  in  human  na* 
tare  that  it  Is  no  earthly  use  quarrelling 
about    them   anyway. 


The  comfortable  pbUoeopfey 
eomea  from  the  careful  readtog  of 
great  books  dose  not,  -bewevor,  die- 
eourane  effort,  nor  doea  It  dun  the 
Imagination. 

In  thla  oonneotloa  aUow  ma  to  point 
out  a  corioue  sute  of  thtafa.  The 
ofaUd's  uabrldled  Imaglnatloa  la  first 
eontrolled  juat  aa  it  la  aometlmes  neces- 
sary .  to  eootrol  his  appetite.  What 
waald  you  thtak  of  me  were  I  to  sug- 
gest that  the  child's  appeUte.  becauae 
It  needs  ooatroUlng  on  occasions,  should 
be  entirely  suppressed  T  Tou  would 
probably  atad  out  the  pitying  eaU  to 
science  "Qan'st  thou  not  minister  to  a 
mind  dlaeaaedr*    . 

Yet  4ll  around  70U,  every  day,  afforta 
are  being  mada  to  crush  out  of  your 
boys  and  girls  the  equally  neceaaary 
power-^maglaatlon. 

Imagination  la  not  weakneas.  M  some 
dull  people  suppose.  It  ts  the  oa^" 
the  summit  of  every  »tudy-ylf  the 
study  be  carried  far  enough.  The  ele- 
mentary mathematician  is  as  lulmagln- 
atlve  as  a  Burroughs  adding  machine, 
but  a  man  like  Polncare  vanishes  from 
human  ken  la  his  hiaher  mathematics 
because  he  has  won  through  to  the 
realm  of  impigiaatlon.  The .  imaginings 
of  a  Polncare  today  will  be  the  mathe- 
matical certainties  of  the  future.  Bo 
do  we  progress.  Similarly  the  sle- 
mentary  physicist  is  a  matter  of  fact 
persan.  but  a  Sir  J.  J.  Thompson  works 
on  hypothesis,  and  hypotheses  are 
merely    scleatiflo    Imaginings. 

Are  you  taking  due  care  that  all  the 
people  who  have  to  do  with  your  youths 
and  maidens  during  their  Vniverslty 
careers  are  capable  of  leading  them 
through  the  cabining,  confining  sec- 
tions of  High-School  fact  assimilating 
into  the  realms  of  imagination  that 
stand  for  individual  and  communal 
progress? 

No  education  is  better  thaa  a  bad 
education.  The  guttersnipe  has  a  bet- 
ter chance  ia  life  than  the  ^elf-eatls- 
fied  aborttcn  who  haj  been  subjected 
too  long  to  |he  8tultiryf;ig  latluence  of 
a  mechanical  education. 

The  Moral  Bkle 

60  roucl-t  for  the  intellectual  value 
of  traaghiatton— there  is  a  moral  aide. 
Jtuakln  accueed  us  of  despising  com- 
passion. How  we  hare  despised  00m- 
paaaion!  Not  In  18S5  alone,  but  alnce 
then  until  1»18— yesterday,  today- 
would  We  could  cease  despising  it  to- 
morrow. But  wo  can  have  no  00m- 
paaskm  If  we  do  not  feel  for  eChera 
and  we  do  not  feel  with  our  souls,  or 
our  inteUeeta  to  our  religious  dog- 
maa,  or  our  >•  ethical  codes.  We  feel 
with  oar  soivms,  interpreted  by  our 
minds,  applied  to  others  by  our  lm> 
aginatlon(  urged  to  action  by  our  re- 
Ulglous  and  moral  training.  The  Part- 
tanlcal  idea  that  virtue  is  that  state  of 
living  deatlkvln  which  the  senses  re- 
fuse to  respond  to  any  stimulus  from 
without  is  '  the  most  dangerous,  the 
mo«t  anti-human,  the  moat  un-Chris> 
tlan  principle  that  T  can  Imagine. 

The  senses,  the  imagination,  the  in- 
talleet,  are  ever  ranged  la  oppoaitlon 
to  the  soul,  the  spirit,  the  angsL  Peo- 
ple fear  the  senses  and  fly  to  the  soul 
aa  to  an  antidote. 

Tet,  If  my  senses  are  more  acute,  if 
I  suffer  more  easily  from  pain,  from 
vulgarity,  from  deceit,  from  lying, 
from  attacks  on  my  home  or  my  af> 
feoUons,  yea,  from  mere  indifleranee, 
shall  I  not,  with  my  acute  imagination, 
mete  out  to  my  neighbor  a  more  gen- 


^onld  the  tblek- 
riUnned  aAlnal  wba  while  treatte*  hia 
neighbor  aa  hlmsalf,  might  y«t  make 
him  BoSer  agony.  And  if  i  admire 
beauty  of  form  ^mXl  I  not  .be  more 
likely  to  respect  that  beauty,  not  to 
violate  it,  not  to  besmirch  it.  not  to' 
degrade  it?  BbaU  I  not  l>e  mora  prone 
to  make  It  the  temple  of  the  aptritT 
Neither  in  my  experience  of  lifrt 
among  stadenta  nor  in  my  reading  of 
literature  do  I  see  any  opposition  be- 
tween the  aenaea  and ,  the  imagination 
properly  edoeated  and  the  aoul,  be- 
tween the  baavUfol  and  the  good. 
Nay.  rathsr  do  I  aee  to  the  sensee  and 
In  the  imagination  ao  many  fair  high* 
waya  to  raise  a  man  above  the  brute 
beast  and  to  lead  hfm  by  flowery 
ways  to  the  complete  axpreaslon  of  all 
that  is  dlTtaa  la  him. 

Appreolatloa  of  Poetry 

In  showtag  thus  far  how  the  senaea 
and  imagination  can  feed  the  mind 
and  Influence  the  soal  I  have  been 
thinking  chiefly  of  their  training  in 
prose  lltemtnre,  aad.aa  regarda  the 
mind  of  Ita  study  of  diaractera  in  the 
novel  and  drama. 

How  can  this  apply  to  poetry?  In 
exactly  the  same  way,  but  to  a  higher 
degree.  The  senses  must  be  developed 
Indeed  to  respond  to  very  throb  oi 
real  poetry,  and  if,  in  the  usual  lyric 
work  we  have  no  development  of 
characters  we  have  alwaya  the  char- 
acter of  the  singer.  This  the  student 
should  be  taught  to  laek.  It  la  Im- 
material to  knew,  aa  I,  also,  was 
Uught,  that  Milton  waa  bom  la  Broad 
Street.  Liondeii.  in  such  and'  anch  a 
year,  but  it  ia  vitally  Important  to 
know  where  and  how  he  lived,  whom 
he  met,  what  he  learned,  what  he  be- 
lieved, and  why  be  sang.  It  is  not 
enough  to  read  Mussefs  "Nights." 
We  must  know  why  and  when  Musset 
wrote  them — ^who  is  that  woman  to 
whom  he  ertea.  "Shame  on  thee,  wo-  ^ 
man!"  because,  having  seen  her  weep, 
be  doubts  if  feminine  tears  can  ever 
be  true.  LAmartlne's  Lac  is  naught  to 
me  if  Bloise  is  but  g  name.  Hugo's 
poetry  on  a  little  girl  is  only  of  aca- 
demic intereat  until  I  have  seen,  in 
my  mind'a  eye  at  leaat,  little^  Leopold- 
ine  Hago.  have  watched  her  run  In 
and  out  of  the  poet's  room,  sit  on  "the 
floor  and  scribble  on  his  papers,  grow 
up  and  marry,  and  drown  with  her 
husband  In  the  awful  honeymoon  acci- 
dent at  Villequler.  Then,  as  I  read 
Hugo's  poema  one  after  the  other  and 
wind  np  with  that  father's  plaint  ad' 
dressed  to  Ood: 

"Wtaea    en*    haa    a««a    far    atxtaea    yaars. 

ona'a  otiMr  acK 
Omw    In    levlac    irraee   aad  'KafitU   rmtaen, 
Whan    on*    haa    raaornlaed    that    tha    ehild

Makaa    dayllaht    in    onr    aenv  and    in    oar 

home. 
That  'tla  tha  only  Joy  that  hara  below  par-

Oh,  thAi  I  see  the  father,  then  I  feel 
wiQi  him,  and  his  verse  rings  tme.

ing. 

But  the  poetry  need  not  always  be 
sad.  It  may  be  a  call  to  action,  a 
trumpet  call  in  danger,  a  plea  for 
sympathy— "The  Skylark,"

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The  esseatlaJ  In  all  this,  from  the 
University  point  of  view,  is  that  the 
student  should  feel,  and  not  be  merely 
given  ready-made  opinions.  The  re- 
production of  a  criticism,  not  person- 
ally  applied  to  the  next,  not  admitted 
as  true,  modifled,  or  even  contradlctetl 
by  reference  to  the  text,  is  not  merely 
«<rorthless.  I  repeat  that,  in  all  par- 
ity, I  cannot  admit  such  teaching  to 
be  worthless.  It  )8  positively  harmful, 
' '  for  it  breeds  a  race  of  glib-tengued, 
shallew-minded  hypocrites  who  will 
apply  the  same  methods  to  art,  music, 
architecture,  yea.  even  to  religion,  and 
whose  minds  will  be  like  echoing 
catacomba  reeking  of  the  de<id  and  of 
decay.  I  would  rather  that  In  my 
hoar  with  them  mvr  cUas  should  have 
.Celt  one  thrill  of  yl*y  or  of  a'imfmtlon 
than  that  they  should  reproduce  the 
whole  of  Bainti-Beuve's  criticism. 
Boand  Scholarship 

This  does  not  preclude  sound  schol- 
arship. Without  a  careful  study  of 
the  text  half  Its  appeal  will  be  lost. 
But  sound  scholarship  and  true  love 
of  literature  go  hand  in  hand  and  are 
not,  as  aome  would  think,  in  opposi- 
tion. The  dry-as-dust  oulbbling  that 
often  choices  the  text  Is  not  sound 
srholarshtp,  is  not  scholnrdhl;*  at  all, 
and  is  but  too  often  ^he  amoke  shell 
that  seeks  to  hide  the  barren  mind. 
But  to  carry  yout  the  teaching  of  lit- 
erature in  such  a  way  as  to  contribute 
to  the  mental  and  moral  good  of  this 
community  we  must  be  sure  to  use 
University  Ihethods.  They  are  totally 
different  from  those  of  the  High 
School.  There  the  boy  and  girl  take 
things  on  faith,  there  4hey  absorb. 
The  University  is  the  place  where 
boys  and  girls  are  made  men  and  wo- 
men, there  they  are  prepared  for  the 
world,  aad  Immediately  after  leavlnir 
Its  halla  they  will  hold  restmnslble 
positions.  If  they  have  been  thinking 
and  applying  their  knowledge,  if  they 
have  been  helping  themselves  they  can 
continue  the  process  in  life.  But  woe 
to  them  if  they  have  but  continued  to 
be  spoon-fed  in  the  University,  woe  to 
them  if  they  have  hut  continued  their 
high-school  training,  woe  to  them  If 
they  have  but  learned  to  pas^  exam- 
inations. It  were  better  for  them  io 
have  an  opinion  of  their  own  based  on 
their  own  reading  under  the  guidance 
of  the  teacher,  of  course,  even  If  that 
opinion  is  not  sound,  than  for  them  to 
accept  without  queatlon  the  opinion  of 
another.  In  the  University  It  Is  rfot 
the  knowledge  acquired  that  counts, 
for  thank  goodness  most  of  that  w)ll 
be  forgotten  in  after  life.  It  la  the 
method  and  the  Inspiration  that  are  of 
Importance,  for  they  will  Influence 
throughout  Hfs,  and  may  be  applied 
not  only  to  the  aubjecta  of  one's  stud- 
ent days  hut  to  any  subject  we  may 
desire,  or  be  forced  by  circumstances, 
to  take  vp. 

The  method  of  literary  teaching  is 
the  University  will  then  develop  care- 
ful Independent  thought  and  form 
habita  that  win  be  uaeful  outside  the 
elMaroom.  It  will  alao  treat  Utera- 
tore  as  but  one  branch  of  language 
work  and  oloaely  allied  to  It — men- 
tioned and  eocplalned  in  the  Ittaratare 
tcaaen  Itaelf— will  be  some  study  of 
the  Boelal  life  of  the  people  dealt  with.

So  we  come  to  the  highest  aim  of 
literary  teaching — the  appreciation  of 
beauty  for  its  own  sake.  Begun  in 
literature  it  will  be  applied  to  art,  to 
the  home,  to  architecture  and  even  to 
conduct  Once  learn  to  love  that  whloh 
Is  beautiful  and  to  assume  that  which 
is  vulgar  In  tone,  in  form.  In  color  or 
in  thought  and  the  world  will  become 
a  fairer  place. 

Architectural  Appeals 

And  in  thla  connection,  bear  with 
me  a  moment  while  I  digress  on  this 
subject  of  beauty.  During  this  war 
we  have  learned  much  of  the  power 
of  man'a  subconsciousness  that  waa 
unknown  to  us  before.  We  havo 
known  for  long  years  that  the  sub- 
consciousness was  Influenced,  and  in- 
fluenced strongly,  by  environment.  Do 
you  Imagine  that  the  buildings  of  Ox- 
ford and  Cambridge,  the  moonlit 
courts,  the  dim  rellgloua  light  of 
chapel  and  library,  the  vaulted  roof  of 
King's  College  Chapel,  acting  on  the 
subconsciousness  of  thousands  of  stu- 
dents for  generations,  have  had  no  in- 
fluence on  our  development  as  a, race? 
Why,  that  sour  Puritan  Milton  eoulJ 
not  contain  himself,  and  instead  of 
railing  against  .the  Bomlshiiess  of  It 
all,  ap  we  might  expect  him  to  do, 
must  needs  cry  out: 

But  let  my  due  feet  nevir  fall 
To  walk   the  studious  cloisters  pale. 
And  love  the  high  embowed  roof. 
With  antick  plllara  massy  proof. 
And  storied  wlndown  richly  dlght. 
Castlnir  a  dim  rellfflous  light. 
There  let  the  peallnc  organ  blow 
To  the  full  voiced  choir  oelow. 
In  service  high  and  anthems  clear 
As  may  with  aweetness  through  mine 

Dissolve  me  Intd  extasiea 
And  bring  all  Heaven  before  mlae 
eyes. 

Ladles,  at  the  age  when  Milton  waa 
drinking  In  unconsciously  all  this 
beauty,  the  youths  and  maidens  of 
this  Province  who  elect  to  continue 
their  education  are  housed  In  hospi- 
tal wards  and  wooden  shacks.  The 
studious  cloisters  pale  are  a  board 
walk,  the  high  embowed  roof  Is  rfla- 
tlvely  white  plaster,  the  antlek  pil- 
lars are  of  steel,  the  storied  windows 
are  painted  white  when  they  are  not 
merely  dust-dimmed  and  cast  a  light 
that  Is,  forsooth,  oft  dim  but  never 
rellgtous.  Not  a  atatue.  not  a  picture, 
rough  plaster,  rough  wood.  long,  evil- 
smelling  corridors.  Temporary  quar- 
ters. If  you  please,  w;^r  quarters  an' 
yon  will,  but  are  yon  sure  the  later> 
lor  of  those  buildings — modifled  gothlc 
or  Norman  with  flat  roofs? — at  Point 
Orey  will  be  any  more  artistic?  Oh, 
Bfflelency,  what  Crimea  have  been 
committed  in  thy  name!  If  men  un- 
derestimate the  value  of  beauty.  If 
men  And  It  hard  to  distinguish  be- 
tween an  aOlctent  soap- factory  build- 
ing and  aa  eflktieat  graduate- factory 
building.  I  sUIl  hope  the  women  will 
have  a  eare  for  the  future  af  our 
students.  Ton  sarely  have  vlAana  of 
the  thiags  that  are  worth  mora  than 
riehea.  Remamhar,  aoma  af  jrao.  or 
yours,  may  have  to  live  your  Uvee 
with  men  tltfs  nnlverstty  prodtteea. 
And  when  their  honra  of  dollar  mak- 
ing are  over  and  thay  ratom  ta  the 
ealv  of  tkelr 
yeara  af  toll  are

Men  From  the  Front 

And  In  this  Infant  university  are  we 
seeing  to  it  that  the  men  who  come 
back  from  the  Front  shsdl  And  their 
need  of  beauty?  For  they  will  orare 
for  beauty.  We  are  talking  muob  of 
the  needs  of  the  returned  soldier,  but 
are  we  really  thinking  of  them.  "Ves 
dear  hero."  we  are  feaylng.  "I  am  vary 
comfortable  here,  there's  a  nice  little 
forest  out  there.  Qo  and  settle  on  the 
land  and  make  It  a  farm."  Some  of 
these  men  may  be  fanners  without 
knowing  it,  but  many  will  come  back 
with  other  needs. 

Firstly,  the  need  of  company.  I 
know  what  it  is  to  enjoy  the  company 
of  the  regiment,  though  I  have  not 
had  the  honor  of  neelng  the  trenches 
and  I  know  that  when  the  corpa  breaks 
up  and  comrades  scatter  the  awful 
lenellneaa  la  appalling.  Some  men  will 
want  oompany— not   Isolated   farms. 

Secondly,  they  have  aeen  ugliness  at 
the  front,  but  beauty  on  the  way  there, 
beauty  of  art.  of  architecture,  the  mel- 
low bulUUngs  of  the  English  vlllags, 
the  vaulted  roof  and  stained  glass  of 
tha  old  Cathedral,  the  gleaming  statue 
and  the  warm-toned  canvaa  and  they 
will  ask  you  for  beauty. 

Tblrdly.  they  have  read  aad  thought 
in  oamp  and  hospital,  and  they  will 
want  material  for  further  reading, 
stimulus  for  further  thouKht.  Tp  talk 
glibly  about  the  Empire  aad  the  future 
and  to  think  that  we  can  solve  the 
problem  by  applied  science  or  lumber- 
ing, by  settling  soldiers  on  the  land,  or 
by  producing  poultry,  is  merely  prov- 
ing to  all  and  sundry  that  our  grasp 
of  the  situation  Is  the  graiip  of  a  child, 
that  our  minds  are  as  shallow  ae  sau- 
cers and  our  education  aa  superficial 
as  veneer.  This  war  has  brought  and 
la  bringing  a  great  change.  To  try 
now  and  copy  the  materialism  of  the 
German  before  the  war  ts  to  try  and 
turn  back  time  in  his  flight.  The  need 
of  the  future  Is  on  a  higher  plans 
than*  dollars  and  cents.  We  shall  feed 
the  bodies  of  all  who  come  back  to  us 
without  dlBlcuIty  In  this  land  of  boua- 


teoua  plenty,  but  what  of  their  aouls? 
The  men  will  come  back  to  ua  asking 
for  ideals  aad  for  idealism  and  we  must 
he  ready  to  give  both  In  generous  mea* 
sura  At  the  head  ot  the  Idealistic 
movement  that  will  advanee  us  a  great 
atep  In  world  history,  aad  that  will  be 
aeoompaaled.  not  led.'  by  material  pro* 
gress,  the  universities  must  march.  If 
they  have  not  taken  their  plac«  In  the 
van.  they  will  be  traitors  to  their  trust, 
traitors  to  the  generations  of  men  who 
have  striven,  since  the  middle  agee,  for 
just  such  aa  opportunity  as  this.  If  I 
ask  for  bread  will  you  glM  me  a  stone? 
If  I  ask  for  knowledge,  for  the  know- 
ledge that  Is  power,  controlled  power, 
for  the  knowledge  that  elvlllsea  aad 
uplifts,  that  makes  a  man  bigger  and 
better  and  nobler,  will  ye  give  me  a 
technical  school?  If  i  ask  far  new 
Ideals,  new  Inspiration,  new  beauty, 
something  to  feed  my  seul.  to  reetore 
my  faith  la  maa  and  make  me  forget 
the  horrors  of  Armageddon,  do  you 
Imagine  that  I  will  rest  oontent  with 
the  Information  that  a  lime  aad  sulphur 
spray  will  kill  Insects  en  trees,  that  a 
change  in  pfatoas  Has  will  savs  power, 
that  overhead  expeniies  can  be  reduced 
In  this  or  that  manAer,  or  that  pink 
Orpingtons  eaa  be  made  to  lay  Maa 
eggs  for  the  Fiji  market!  ■

The  Lnmber  Trade 

Sir: — Referring  to  your  editorial  in 
Saturday  mornltav's  paper  on  the 
above  'subject  I  think  that  you  are 
entitled  to  the  thanks  of  all  wKo  are 
seeklnk  development  of  our  natural 
products  and  who  at  the  same  time 
are  trying  to  solve  the  returned  sol- 
dier problem.  Th«  spectacle,  as  one 
traverses  our  Province,  of  Idle  saw- 
mills in  the  midst  of  such  wealth  of 
timber.  Is  Very  strlklnc  to  any  one 
who  has  seen  the  present  feverish  at- 
tempts to  supply  lumber  in  Great 
Britain  and  France.  The  otrvlous  an- 
swer to  all  enqUtrlee  as  to  the  reason 
of  these  Idle  mills  is  that  there  Is  no 
sMppIn*  available  t&  transport  the 
lumber  of  the  AlUea.  hence  the  an- 
nouncement that  the  now  wooden 
ships  now  bnlldlnc  In  our  harbors 
will  earry  lumbar  to  the  Old  Country 
is  indeed  a  welcome  one.  As  you  sur- 
ftest  the  dfevelopmetat  of  our  lumber- 
In*  Industry  In  no  amall  way  can  be 
made  (o  help  In  the  matter  of  flndln* 
work  for  mioh  of  the  returned  soldiers 
as  ara  avalU^lo  for  thia  purpose.  It 
Is  ths  announced  poUey  of  tho  Prov- 
Incial  Oovemmant  to  make  granSs  of 
land  to  returned  aoldlera  or  their 
dependents,  and  as  almost  all  the 
land  available  for  the  purpose  In 
British  Columbia  Is  Umbered  (heavily 
timbered  as  compared  wHh  much  of 
the  land  now  betiMr  loctod  oS  In  the 
Old  Country)  soma  eoonemlcal  meth- 
od of  clsarln»  thaaa  lands  wwald 
seem  to  be  nseesssiy.

present  methods  In  Bngland  and 
France,  and  still  leave  a  margla  of 
profit.  Always  provided,  and  this  is 
the  crux  of  the  situation,  that  tho 
proper  authorities  would  be  wllUnc  to 
lend  their  assistance.  The  Canadian 
Foreetry  Corps  with  Its  various  vsry 
approprlats  staffs  of  headquarters, 
base,  camp,  teohnloal  supply,  district 
Inspectors,  food  production,  msdical. 
etc.,  was  organised  to  meet  the  em- 
ergency call  for  the  huge  quantities 
of  lumbar  used  in  trench  warfara,  and 
the  thousand  and  one  other  needs  of 
the  moment.  Cost  neoeesarlly  waa  a 
secondary  consideration — ^the  lumbar 
waa  needed  and  that  Instantly.

can  And  It,  but  with  few  offerings 
that  flgura.

of  sugar,  and  remembering  that  honey 
Is  aa  exoalleat  substitute  therefor.  It 
wfll  l>e  easy  to  naderstand  tbe  demand 
car  ths  Uttsr.  In  Orsat  Britain,  tha 
Association  has  reoom% 
price  of  SO  cents  per  seetloa 
for  comb  hoaey  at  retail  and  40  cents 
per  poimd  for  extracted  honey.  These 
phenomenal  prices  are  due.  of  oouraeb 
to  the  actual  ahortage  of  sugar  thsN. 

It  would  seem  '  patent,  therefore, 
that  tha  oost  of  honey  Is  subject,  as  are 
all  commodities,  to  the  fluctuations  of 
demand  over  supply,  and  until  such 
time  as  the  Food  Controllers  regulate 
ths  prioes  to  be  received  for  this 
artlds.  Its  cost  will  follow  the  usu^ 
channel  of  ether  commodities  In  respect 
of  advance  In  cost.

In  Catra,  who  haa  reached  this 
coast  on  his  way  to  Holland.  Aa  the 
news  reffardlns  the  capture  of  the 
undersea  boat  waa  rigoroualy  eenaor- 
ed  by  tht  Dutch  offlclala,  It  waa  never 
dlacovered  by  the  coloniata  whether  or 
not  the  submarine  waa  retaken.

Former  Collier  of  Admiral 
Dewey's  Fleet  Reclaimed  to 
Service  on  Burrard  Inlet — 
Arousing  Much  Interest. 


The  old  steamer  Zaflra,  which  In 
former  years  was  well  known  In  local 
shipping  circles  and  was  once  such  a 
food  friend  to  Admiral  Dewey  when 
she  supplied  him  with  coal  for  the 
descent  on  Manila,  and  which  has 
been  brought  out  from  retirement  on 
Burrard  Inlet  recently  and  renovated 
for  service  on  the  high  sea?,  is  ex- 
citing areat  Interest  among  shlpplnir 
men,  for  there  is  no  vessel  like  her  on 
the  seven  seas. 

When  war  broke  out  it  waa  real-> 
Ised  that  the  double-rlvetted  old  steel 
hull  might  be  camouflaged  Into  an  up- 
to-date  fuelgbter,  and  an  array  of 
naval  constructors  were  set  to  work  on 
the  rejuvenation  of  tile  ZaAra. 

Everything  was  changed  on  the  ves- 
sel except  the  old  Scotch  plates  and 
rivets.  The  name  became  the  Bowler 
and  the  steel  sides  were  sheathed  In 
Douglas  Fir.  White  wings  were  rol- 
led along  the  yard  arms  and  rookies 
nnlshlng  the  transformation  by  ooat- 
ing  her  with  «rey  paint 

On  the  whole  the  ship  has  emer«ad 
from  her  chrysalis  stage  and  now 
noats  In  the  mellow  sunlight  with  her 
rakiah  lines  very  much  in  the  "gay  old 
dog"  cat^rory.  For  nearly  a  year  tha 
vessel  has  been  in  the  transformation 
stage.

Letter  From  Master^ays  Ves- 
sel Safe  —  Report  From 
North, Says  Vessel  Sunk- 
Conflicting  Dates  Baffle. 


Whether  tba  mlaslng  cannery  under 
Oregonlan.  of  the  Bockeye  Salmon 
Company,  still  batUes  for  her  life  at 
ssa,  baa  foundered  with  all  her  crew 
as  reported  on  Thursday,  or  rides 
safely  at  anchor  in  a  shelterec  Kadlak 
Island  oove.  wss  the  question  raised 
yestsrday  when  a  letter  was  received 
In  Bsattle  from  Capt.  John  Holstad, 
mastsr  of  the  vessel,  dated  March  3. 

IB  the  letter  Captain'  Holstad  re- 
ports b%ylng  reached  Kadlak  cove 
after  a  treat  storm.  On  the  face  of 
the  details  given  in  tha  letter  it  looks 
as  plough  the  Oregonlan  were  safe. 
Tha  vessel,  however,  waa  reported  in 
dlstrasa  at  sea  March  11,  ,two  days 
after  Captain  Holstad  wrote  this  let- 
ter at  DahL  At  that  time  his  ship 
was  bacomlog  loa«ooated  at  the  bow. 
A  wild  storm  aras  raving. 

The  postal  canoallatlon  mark  on  the 
envelope  bears  ttM/<b»tS  March  *,  and 
this  preciudne  anjr  possibility  of  Cap- 
Uin  Holstad  bavinc  wrosgly  dated  his 
communication. 

The  Oregonlan  and  another  cannery 
tender  were  bound  for  a  point  on  ths 
north  coast  and  In  a  wild  storm  on 
March  11.  oft  Kadlak  Island,  tha  latter 
vessel  bed  to  oast  l04»sa  a  pile  driver 
shs  was  V>wing.  A  short  tims  laUr 
the  pUa^iver  flotindersd  la  tha  opsn 
oostw.  The  two  tenders  then  lost 
sight  of  sach  other,  and  the  Ore- 
Vonlan's  accompanying  tendsr  rsaohed 
Jdersbovla  Bay  last  Sunday,  sspdlng 
out  ths  first  nsws  of  the  storm. 

In  tha  letter  received  from  Captain 
Holstad  hs  says  he  reached  a  Kadiak- 
Island  cove  the  evening  of  the  day  the 
pile-driver  was  lost.  This  would  in- 
dlcata  that  he  was  referring  to  the 
storm  mentioned  by  the  other  tender 
as  having  rsged  on  March  11.  It  is 
within  the  range  of  possibility  that 
the  other  vesssl  might  have  made  a 
mlstaks  of  two  days  la  bar  date,  and 
If  sueh  is  the  cass  It  can  be  assumed 
that  the  Oregonlan  Is  safe.  If  the 
other  ship  did  not  make  a  mistake  in 
dates,  and  It  is  hardly  eoncelvabla 
that  shs  did,  then  it  must  be  assumed 
that  ths  Oragohlan,  with  her  crew  of 
seven,  has  gons  to  tha  bottom.

In  order  to  restrict  the  operations  of 
the  Gtorman  submarine  to  a  certain 
well-deflned  area,  the  suggestion  has 
been  made  to  build  neta  of  greater  or 
less  magnitude^  ranging  from  those, 
strstohlng  across  the  separatu  U-boa:

ELECTRICAL  WELDING 
OF  FABRICATED  SHIPS 
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limTANT  DECISION 
.  BY  tOMIItdJY  COURT 


Plaintiffs,  in  Appealing  From 
Arbitrators'  Award  Claim 
Dunnage  Is  Not  Cargo— De- 
cision Will  Be  Precedent. 


A  ^ass  of  mu<di  Intsrast  to  ship- 
ping  men.   and   which  will  serve  as 

a  precedent  in  all  wrangles  of  a  like 
nature,  was  last  month  settled  in  the 
Admiralty  Court  In  London,  when 
one  shipping  Arm  appealed  from  an 
arbitrator's  award  granted  another. 
The  point*  at  issue  was  briefly,  "Is 
dunnage  cktmoV*  The  partioulara 
are  as  follows: 

Dsfendanta  ehartsred  plalnttlTs 
stsamsr  Ben  Ledl  for  a  voyage  at  a 
lump  sum  rate  of  freight,  owners 
guaranteeing  "to  place  5,000  tons 
deadweight  carrying  eapaolty  and 
SOO.OOO  cubic  feet  bale^spaoe,  as  per 
plan,  at  disposal  of  eharters,"  and  It 
was  provided  that  if  the  spaeo  at  the 
charters'  disposal  was  less  than  ths 
specified  amount,  the  lump  sum  was 
to  be  reduced  pj^o  rata. 

When  the  cargo  was  loaded  SI  tons 
o^  dunnage  were  used,  with  the  re- 
sult that  32  tons  less  cargo  specs 
were  shipped,  and  the  point  Is  dis- 
puted as  to  the  liability  for  this 
space.  The  plaintifTs  eontsnded  that 
the  space  occupied  by  the  dunnage 
should  be  included  In  the  deadweight 
tonnage,  and  the  eharterers  that  It 
should  be  deducted,  and  a  pro  rata 
allowance  made. 

Mr.  Justice  Atkin,  In  giving  Judg- 
ment, said  that  ths  arbitrator  had 
found  that  the  cargo  shipped  was  of 
ths  description  contemplated  by  the 
charter  party,  and  that  tha  dunnage 
In  question  was  necessary  to  enable 
the  shipowners  to  fulfil  their  obliga- 
.tioaa  under  the  charter  party  to  pro- 
perly stow  and  ventilate  the  cargo  in 
ths  ship. 

In  case  of  this  kind,  his  lordship 
said,  the  shipowner  has  no  knowlsdgo 
as  to  nature  of  the  cargo  that  was 
going  to  be  put  on  ^>oard,  and  it  was 
quite  plain  that  the  cargo  which  oould 
have  been  put  on  board,  if  It  had  not 
required  dunnage  and  matting^  might 
have  been  of  a  weight  of  5,000  tons. 
.-The  charterer  had  the  right  to  ten- 
der what  cargo  he  please,  and  if  he 
carried  a  very  mixed  cargo  he  might 
require  a  very  large  number  of  separa- 
tion boards  or  matting.  But  all  that 
would  be  for  his  own  account. 

He  had  the  space  and  the  capacity 
put  at  his  disposal  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  cargo,  and  when  the  owner 
placed  at  his  disposal  a  shl^  having 
a  carrying  capacity  of  6,000  tone  of 
cargo,  he  had  satlsfisd  his  contract. 

He  therefore  held  that  there  had 
t>een  no  breach  of  guarantee  by  the 
shipowner,  upheld  the  arbitrator's 
award  and  ordered  the  charrerers  to 
pay  costs.  y

Away,  Speaker  Telis  Great  Crowd

The  world  war  fulfills  the  prophecies  of  the  Bible  relating  to  the  end  of  the  world  and 
is  to  be'  followed  by  a  revolution  that  will  sweep  away  the  present  ecclesiastical  system,  he 
jdeclannl. 

With  every  available  seat  occupied,  and  people  crowded  into  every  bit  of  space  in  the 
aisles  and  even  on  the  stage,  more  tnan  two  tnousand  others  were  turned  away.  So  great  was 
the  crowd  on  the  outside,  and  so  insistent  that  it  be  admitted,  it  was  necessary  to  call  for  addi- 
tional assistance  from  the  police. 

Judge  Rutherford's  address  was  full  of  c  riticisms  of  the  clergy  as  a  classj  though  he 
jasserted  there  were  many  clergymen  whose  teachings  are  good  and  useful. 

"I  full  v  realize,"  he  said,  "that  I  am  laying  myself  open  to  attacks  from  the  clergy,  because, 
H  my  conclusions  are  correct,  their  jobs  are  at  an  end.    1  am  sure,  how- 
ever, that  in  the  new  order  of  things  both  clergyman  and  layman  will 
rejoice." 

He  stated  the  clergy  who  have  failed  properly  to  interpret 
the  Scriptures  and  who  lead  men  away  from  the  Bible  are  a 
jmenace  to  society. 

"I  believe  we  should  tell  people  the  truth  in  order  to  bring 
tomfort  to  their  hearts  in  this  hour  of  stress,"  he  said. 

Judge  Rutherford,  in  seeking  to  prove  the  worid  has  really 
fended,  said  the  Scriptures  do  not  use  the  word  "worid"  as

meaning  the  earth,  but  as  a  period  of  time.  The  world  whicli  he  said  has 
ended  began,  according  to  his  interpretation  of  the  Bible,  606  years  before 
Christ  and,  according  to  prophecy  was  to  endure  2,520  years,  which  ended 
inl9l4A.D. 

He  read  fourteen  prophecies  relating  to  the  end  of  the  worid,  laying  emphasis  particularly 
on  the  statement  of  Christ  that  "Nation  shall  rise  ag?iinst  nation  and  God^s  wrath  be  upon 
the  earth,"  and  on  passages  which  he  interpreted  to  mean  that  when  the  Jews  have  been  re- 
Stored  to  their  own  the  end  is  at  hand.     ;'    ' 

It  was  also  prophesied,  he  said,  that  when  the  end  is  near  and  the  signs  are  visible,  there 
will  be  scoffers  who  refuse  to  believe  the  signs,  •t^iw**^.  *4t*^'     t 

"Jesus  said  it  will  be  'as  in  the  days  of  Noah,'  "  he  said.  "Noah  predicted  a  flood  for  120 
fyears,  but  the  preachers  of  that  day  laughed  and  said:  "Why,  you're  crazy,  Noah.  There 
won't  be  any  flood.'  And  today,  when  they  are  confronted  with  the  evidence  of  the  end  of 
another  world,  the  preathers  say  it  is  undigni  fied  to  discuss  the  subject." 

The  responsibility  for  the  worid  war,  Judge  Rutherford  declared,  rests  with  the  clergy 
>vho  taught  the  "divine  right  of  kings"  and  that  "the  king  can  do  no  wrong."  When  the 
people  of  the  world  realize  this,  he  said,  they  will  sweep  away  the  ecclesiastical  system.  This 
process,  he  asserted,  has  already  been  begun  in  Russia. 

That  millions  of  persons  now  living  are  not  destined  to  die  has  been  cleariy  prophesied, 
'Judge  Rutherford  said  in  conclusion. 

The  last  enemy  to  be  conquered,  according  to  the  Bible,  is  death  itself,  he  said,  and  the 
conquering  of  death  means  that  people  will  live  forever 

There  was  an  organ  recital  before  the  lecture.  G.  C.  Driscoll  presided,  and  prayer  was 
offered  by  W.  Homer  Lee. 

It  was  announced  Mr.  Lee  will  speak  on  Judge  Rutherford's  topic  next  Sunday  at  the 
Gamut  Club  Auditorium.

But  I  feel  sure  that 
when  the  subject  Is  fully  understood, 
and  Its  import  realised,  «»ery  honest 
person  Will  rejoice  that  the  old  order 
has  serred  Its  time  and  a  new  and 
better  is  at  hand. 

The  best  man  on  earth,  the  one  who 
holds  the  highest  poslUon  before  Ood. 
Js  th«  honest  preacher  of  the  Gospel. 
On  the  contrary,  the  man  who  poses 
as  a  teacher  of  the  divine  word,  and 
then  leads  the  people  Into  error  and 
away  from  the  Bible,  Is  a  great  men- 
ace  to  society. 

Ther*  are  good  lawyers  and  bad 
ones.  There  are  good  clergymen  and 
iNul  one*.  But  the  on*  who  takes  of- 
fence at  my  speech  places  himself  in 
the  oatsgory  of  the  bad. 

In  preoenting  this  argument  I  am 
compelled  to  take  issue  with  many 
modem  olergjrmen,  but  I  do  so  in  the 
spirit  of  our  Lord  and  Master,  believ- 
liig  the  hour  has  struck  when  the 
peopla  must  know  the  truth. 

For  nineteen  centuries  Christians 
have  looked  for  the  world  to  end. 
Many  otergyraen  have  mlstaught  them 
on  this  sabjeet.  The  great  John  Cal- 
vin taught  that  when  the  world  ends 
Jesus  would  appear,  set  the  earth  on 
Are  and  literally  destroy  It  and  every- 
thing In  It.  except  the  wicked  would 
be  given  some  kind  of  Immortal  bodies 
that  thoy  might  continue  to  roast  for- 
ever. . 

Mhteet  Mostly  Disregarded 

For  aaaay  centurlee  clergymen  heM 
these  views;  and  some  of  them  still 
kO  leach.  But  the  great  majority  dis- 
regard  the  subject  entirely,  many  of 
them  ooaslderlng  It  beneath  their  dig- 
nity even  to  discuss  It. 

The  earth  will  never  be  destroyed. 
"Ood  formed  the  earth  to  be  inhabited; 
he  made  It  not  in  vain."  "The  earth 
ahldeth  forever." 

Tha  word  "world"  as  \ised  In  the 
scrtptores  does  not  >  mean  the  literal 
earth,  but  means  a  condition  of  so- 
ciety, or  order  of  things  prevailing 
durinc  a  stated  time.  8t  Peter  de- 
scribes the  first  world,  which  he  say.i 
waa  dastroyod  by  water.  The  second 
world  ho  also  stated  would  be  de- 
stroyed. Ood,  through  Ills  prophets. 
forotoM  how  this  world  would  pass 
awar* 

PM^hoey  la  the  history  of  the  world 
wrlttan  1%  advance.  The  etudent  of  the 
dlviao  w^d  la  lAile  to  interpret  pro- 
phecy in  th*  light  of  history,  because 
it  Is  thon  fulfllled.  Ood  caused  th* 
Daalel^  rsooM  the  history  o;

The  "Oentlle  times"  is  a  period  dis- 
tinctly marked  out  in  the  scripture.'' 
as  2620  years  in  duration.  It  had  itt 
beginning  when  Nebuohsdnessar  ee- 
tablished  the  first  universal  Oentlle 
government.  €0«  years  before  Christ. 
Of  necessity  it  ended  in  the  fall  of  the 
year  1914. 

We  now  submit  fourteen  reasons 
why  the  world  haa  ended.  In  proof  of 
which  we  give  the  testimony  of  Jesua. 
the  greatest  teacher  that  ever  lived. 
Kvery  man  who  believes  In  Ood,  and 
believes  the  Bible,  and  believes  Jesus 
la  the  Son  of  Ood,  and  that  he  spoke 
with  authority,  will  be  convinced  that 
the  world  has  ended.  Of  course

"Th*y  shall  be  trodden  down 
of  the  Oentlles  until  the  times  of  the 
Oentlles.  be  fulfilled."  Every  devout 
student  of  prophecy  for  cenCurles  ha* 
understood  that  the  return  of  th*  Jews 
to  Jerusalsm  would  mark  th*  and  of 
Oentlle  domlntoo— th*  *ad  of 
world  and  th*  beglaalnff  of  a 
order. 

J«ws  aad  Oontfles  have  lookpd  tor 
this.  Nathan  Straaa.  th*  graad  old 
man  of  Asaerlcan  Jowry.  In  a  apOaeh 
In  Cooper  Untoi^  if«w  Tgrh.  rwontly 
said:  -Wa  nf  tttrtag  In  an  age  when 
w*  art  abo«t  to  nails*  Um  two-tho«- 
aand-yar-eld  hop*  of  th*  J*wlsh 
Poopls:  and  I  am  as^aalattr  Clad  that 
w*  ar*  witnaaalag  th*  sp*ctacl*  of  the 


whole  world  applauding  and  approv- 
ing and  supporting  our  great  purpos* 
to  re-esubllsh  the  Jewish  people  on 
their  own  soil.'* 

Rocognltloa  Not  Aoddesit  ^ 

Recently  Mr.  Balfour  addressed  a 
letter  to  L<ord  Rothschild  of  London, 
announcing  the  decision  of  the  British 
Cabinet  to  favor  the  establishment  of 
a  Oovernment  for  the  Jews  In  Pales- 
tine, and  that  both  English  and  Am- 
erican Oovemments  are  committed  to 
that  policy  when  the  war  ends.  Com- 
menting on  this,  the  American  Jewish 
Chronicle  said:  "Whatever  the  conse- 
quences of  Mr.  Balfour's  letter,  It  Is 
clear  this  document  means  the  turn- 
ing point  in  Jewish  history  and  may 
inaugurate  a  new  and  glorious  chap- 
ter in  the  life  of  our  people.  It  is  by 
no  means  pure  accident  that  two 
mighty  Anglo-Saxon  nations.  Oreat 
Britain  and  the  United  States,  should 
be  the  flrat  among  the  great  powers  t> 
recognise  the  Jew*'  rli^t  to  a  na- 
tional homeland  of  their  own." 

Only  two  months  ago  the  British 
army  wrested  from  the  Turk  the  pos- 
session of  the  Holy  City.  It  has 
passed  from  the  Turk,  never  to  be  re- 
gained, For  forty  years  Zionists  have 
been  looking  forward  to  this  time;  and 
in  the  last  few  weeka  the  Zionists 
have  organised  a  committee  that  ia 
actively  at  work  in  New  York  City 
raising  money  to  establish  a  Jewish 
government  in  Palestine.

As  additional  evidence.  Jesus  said: 
"The  goapel  of  the  kingdom  shuil  Im 
preached  In  all  the  world  for  a  wit- 
ness  unto  all   nations,  aad   then   the 
end  shall  come."     This  ha*  been  ful- 
fllled.    The  Bible  has  been  tranalated 
into  every  known   languaiga  and  car- 
ried  to   every   nation   on  earth.     Tho 
clergymen  us^d  to  tell  us  that  all  the 
world  must  be  converted  and  brought 
Into   the  church     and     than  th*  *nd 
would    come.

Manifesto  -  In  London    . 

•  When  Jerusalem  fell  Into  the  hands 
of  the  British  army,  this  together 
with  the  great  Influx  of  Jews  to 
Palestine,  caused  a  few  clergymen  to 
meet  in  London  and  issue  a  mani- 
festo, which  was  published  through- 
out the  world,  to  the  effect  that  the 
return  of  the  Jews  to  Palestine  Indi- 
cates the  near  establishment  of  the 
Lord'a  kingdom  and  the  end  of  the 
world. 

An  enterprising  reporter  of  the 
Chicago  Herald  interviewed  a  large 
numbed  of  clergymen  on  the  question, 
almost  all  of  whom  scoffed  at  the 
thought.  Many  of  them  said,  "I  feel 
the  present  war  has  no  more  bearing 
on  the  second  coming  of  Christ  than 
other  wars  and  revolutions  have 
had."  In  pther  words,  "things  con- 
tinue as  they  were  from  the  begin- 
ning." 

Why  Is  this  so?  Why  Is  It  the 
clergymen  thus  scoff?  many  sMk.  And 
the  Apostle  Peter  answers:  "That 
ye  may  be  mindful  of  the  words 
which  were  spoken  before  by  the  holy 
prophets,  and  of  the  commandment 
of  us  the  apostles  of  the  -Lord  and 
Savior;  knowing  this  first,  that  there 
shall  come  in  the  last  days  scoffers, 
walking  after  their  own  desires,  and 
saying,  TSIiere  is.  the  proof  of  his 
presence  (and  the  end  of  the  world)  ?

As  a  further  proof,  Jesus  said  the 
true  and  false  Christian  should  de- 
velop In  the  churches  side  by  side 
and  that  in  the  closing  days  of  this 
worid  the  true  would  be  gathered  to- 
gether unto  the  Lord  and  the  others 
would  be  bound  In  a  church  federa- 
tion, without  regard  to  truth.  He 
designated  this  work  in  the  close  of 
the  world  as  a  "harvest,"  and  then 
plainly  said,  "The  harvest  is  the  end 
of  the  world."

Additionally,  Jesus  answered  the 
inquiry:  "The  sun  shall  be  darkened, 
and  the  moon  ehall  not  give  her  light, 
and  the  stars  shall  fall  from  heaven, 
and  the  powers  of  the  heavens  shall 
l>e  shaken."  In  Revelation  he  gives 
us  the  key  to  these  symbols;  the  sun 
roprsssntlng  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ;  the  moon  picturing  the  Mo- 
saic law  dispensation,  and  the  stars 
the  great  ecelealastieal  teachers.

quoted  as  saying,  "If  we  who  believe 
In  a  Ood  (mark,  there  is  no  reference 
to  Jesus)  cannot  forget  our  differ- 
ences and  oui-  difficulties  In  the  face 
of  the  world  hatred,  what  hope  can 
there  be?  .  ,  .  The  time  Is  com- 
ing for  Protestant,  Catholic,  Jew  and 
Oentlle  to  co-operate  to  the  end  that 
every  child  may  have  at  least  an  In- 
timation of  his  moral  and  religious 
inheritance." 

The  sacrifices  of  animals  under  the 
Jewish  dispensation  foreshadowed 
the  great  sacrifice  of  Jesus  which 
clergymen  generally  repudiate  be- 
cause they  say  we  are  creatures  of 
evolution  and  have  no  need  of  the 
blood  of  Jesus.  As  ecclesiastical 
stars,  their  profession  is  above  all 
others;  but  the  great  majority  have 
fallen  from  the  exalted  position  of 
teaching  Christ  Jesus  and  Him 
crucified,  and  have  taken  their  part 
In  the  common  politics  of  the  world, 
as  Jesus  said  it  would  be  at  the 
end. 

Famine  Follows  War 

As  further  evidence,  Jesus  said 
that  famine  should  follow  closely  af- 
ter the  war.  That  the  world  stands 
face  to  face  with  a  famine  no  think- 
ing man  will  attempt  to  gainsay.  The 
Literary  Digest  for  February  0  prints 
four  columns,  under  the  big  head- 
line "The  World  SUrving  to  Death," 
and  gives  excerpts  from  the  leading:

supply.  Editorially,  that  paper  says. 
"The  grim  spectre  of  famine  is  stalk- 
ing through  the  earth  and  there  Is 
hardly  a  land  in  which  its  dread 
presence  is  not  felt."  "A  dangerous 
famine  Is  creeping  across  Europe." 
America  with  her  vast  domains,  her 
fruitful  fields  and  great  stock  farms. 
Is  forced  to  Install  a  food  adminis- 
trator. We  now  have  meatless  Tues- 
day, wheatlesa  W^ednesday;  and  soon 
we  shall  have  "eatleus"  days.

Commenting  on  the  awful  time 
through  which  we  ure  passing.  Presi- 
dent Wilson  before  Congress  said: 
"These  ar*  days  of  great  parplexity. 
when  a  great  cloud  hanga  over  the 
greater  part  of  the  world.  It  seems 
as  K  great,  blind  material  forces  have 
been  released  which  had  for  long 
been  held  in  leash  and  restraint." 

Everywhere  government  officials 
are  perplexed,  financiers  are  in  per- 
plexity, business  men  are  in  perplex- 
ity; and  generally  men's  hearts  are 
failing  them  for  fear  as  they  face  the 
situation. 

Bobhevlkl  May  Spread 

Again,  Jesus  stated  that  revolution 
would  follow  the  war  at  the  end  of 
the  world.  Already  the  revolution  has 
afflicted  Russia,  and  the  Bolshevik  i 
threaten  to  carry  the  fight  Into  all 
the  earth.  Oerraany  will  not  be  con- 
quered by  the  British,  American  and 
other  Allied  armies,  because  before 
that  can  be  accomplished  Internal 
disruptions  will  destroy  the  Oerman 
autocracy,  and  then,  according  to  Mr. 
Wilson,  there  will  be  no  occasion  to 
fight  the  Oerman  people. 

The  former  American  ambassador 
to  Oermany  recently  in  an  interview 
said:  "A  revolution  is  certain  to  fol- 
low in  Oermany.  If  they  do  rise,  be- 
cause of  their  greater  brutality,  their 
greater  beastliness,  which  exceeds 
that  of  any  other  people  on  earth, 
they  will  make  the  French  revolution 
look  like  a  picnic." 

As  a  class,  according  to  the  scrip- 
tures, the  clergymen  are  the  most 
reprehensible  men  on  earth  for  the 
great  war  that  is  now  affilcting  man- 
kind. For  l.BOO  years  they  have 
taught  the  people  the  satanIc  doc- 
trine of  the  divine  right  of  kings  to 
rule.  They  have  mlx4d  pollUcs  and 
religion,  church  and  state;  have 
proved  disloyal  to  their  Ood-glven 
privilege  of  proclaiming  the  message 
of  Messiah's  kingdom,  and  have  given 
themselves  over  to  encouraging  the 
rulerii  to  believe  that  the  king  reigns 
by  divine  right,  and  therefore  what- 
soever he  does  is  right  So  thorough- 
ly has  this  been  impressed  upon  men 
that  the  great  law  writer.  Blackstone, 
Incorporated  in  his  commentaries: 
"The  king  can  do  no  wrong." 

Oergy  Aided  Kings 

Ambitious  kings  of  Europe  armed 
for  war,  because  they  desired  to  grab 
the  territory  of  the  other  peoples; 
and  th#  clergy  patted  them  on  the 
back  and  said:  "Oo  to  It,  you  can  do 
nc  wrong;  whatsoever  you  do  is  all 
right."  When  the  time  came  for  these 
ambitious  European  rulers  to  rush  to 
war,  ths  clergy  applauded  and  ap- 
proved. The  seventeenth  and  eight- 
eenth chapters  of  Revelation  give  a 
vivid  description  of  the  mixing  of  pol- 
itics and  religion,  which  is  an  abom- 
ination in  God's  sight.  The  whole  is 
described  aa  Babylon;  and,  referring 
to  the  ecclesiastical  systems  that  have 
departed  from  Jesus  and  the  apostles, 
the  Revelator  declhres:  "All  nations 
have  drunk  of  the  wine  of  the  wrath 
of  her  fornication,  and  the  kings  of 
the  earth  have  committed  fornication 
with  her.'*  The  prophets  of  the  Lord 
point  out  how  that,  because  of  this 
wrongful  course,  his  indignaUon  has 
fallen  on  the  systems  and  the  nations. 
— See  Jeremiah  S:2<-S1:  28:1>-SS. 

Further.  Jesus  pointed  out  that  the 
demons  w6nld  be  released  and  that 
there  would  follow  a  time  of  trouble 
such  aa  the  world  has  never  known — 
"no,  nor  ever  shall  be."  And  "exeapt 
those  days  should  b«  shortened,  there 
would  be  no  flesh  saved;  but  for  the 
elects'  sake,  those  days  shall  be  short- 
ened." Thus  the  Lord  shbws  that 
some  will  pass  through  this  great  time 
of  trouble  that  are  nqw  on  earth,  and 
that  there  wl!?  never  be  another. 

Little  Hop«  In  Oreeda 

The  creeds  of  men,  both  Catholic 
and  Protestant,  have  taught  that  ev- 
ery man  must  spend  eternity  in  heav- 
en, in  purgatory,  or  in  eternal  tor- 
ment. No  other  hope  Is  held  out. 
Only  a  small  proportion  of  the  sol- 
diers on  the  battlefield  even  claim  to 
be  ChrUtlan.  The  creeds  of  Christen- 
dom, therefore,  hold  little  hop*  for 
th*m.  Th*  Bible  holds  a  wonderful 
hope.  It  taaohas  that  Jsaus.  "by  th* 
grace  of  Ood.  tasUd  dsath  for  svery 
man";  thi^t  he  "gave  himself  a  ran- 
som for  all,  to  be  testified  in  due 
time."  Jesus  said.  "My  kingdom  is  not 
of  this  world."  therefore  it  is  of  the 
new  or  future  world.  Be  further 
said.  "Marvel  not,  for  th*  hour  Is 
coming  in  which  all  that  ar*  la  their 
graves  shall  hear  my  voice  and  come 
forth:  the  good  to  a  ra*arr*ction  of 
life,  the  evil  to  a  resorreetloa  br 
Jcdgmenta." 

In  other  words,  all  shall  eom*  forth 
from  th*  tomb  to  hav*  an  opportn- 
nity  for  llf*.  The  new  order  of  things 
the  apostle  deetynataa  aa  "timss  of  r*- 
frsshing.  times  of  rsstltuUon  of  all 
thlnga."  Death  is  th*  penalty  for  sin. 
and  man  have  t>een  dying  because 
th*y  ooold  not  avoid  It.  Whan  th* 
o*w  ord*r  b  *stabllah*d  th*  Lord  will 
glv*  *v*ry  man  a  fair  and  Impartial 
trial  for  Ufa:  aad  th«r  that  r*od*r 
thMBselT**  In  ob*dl*noe  to  his  laws 
shall  ha  fully  restored  aad  ahall  Ilea 
oa  the  aarth  foravar.

Why  turn  a  pure  message  to  the 
people  unless  they  are  to  profit  by  It? 
Again,  the  Lord,  through  his  prophet, 
declared.  "And  It  shall  come  to  pass 
that  In  all  the  land,  salth  tha  Lord, 
two  parts  therein  shall  be  cut  oft  and 
die;  but  the  third  shall  be  left  thpre- 
In.  And  I  win  bring  the  third  part 
through  the  fire,  and  will  refine  them 
as  silver  is  refined,  and  will  try  them 
as  gold  Is  tried;  they  shall  call  on  my 
name,  and  I  will  hear  them:  I  will 
say.  It  is  my  people;  and  they  ahall 
say.  The  Lord  Is  my  Ood."  Zechariah 
13:8,  ».) 

Why  bring  through  the  fiery  Ome 
of  trouble  one-third  of  the  population 
of  the  earth  unless  he  expects  to  givu 
them  some  blessings?  The  Lord  does 
nothing    without    a    purpose. 

St.  Peter  answers  our  qtieatlom, 
saying:  "The  heavens  must  retain 
Jesus  until  the  times  of  restitution  of 
all  things,  which  Ood  foretold  by  the 
mouth  of  all  his  holy  propheta  since 
the  world  began."     (Acta  8:20,  IL) 

Man  Created  Perfect 

In  the  beginning,  Ood  created  man 
in  his  own  image  and  likeness;  there- 
fore perfect  in  mind  and  organism.

They 
will  begin  with  the  third  part  that  the 
Lord  brings  through  the  great  fiery 
trial.  He  begins  his  reign  with  a  race 
of  people  in  a  dying  condition.  His 
reign  resuita  in  restoring  the  obedient 
ones  to  perfection.  The  Apostle  Paul 
saysi  "He  must  reign  until  he  hath 
put  all  enemies  under  his  feet;  and 
the  last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed 
Is  death."  (First  Corinthians  18:25. 
26.) 

Referring  to  this  same  thing  Jesus 
said,  "Whosoever  liveth  and  believe  th 
on  mo  shall  never  die."  And  again  ho 
said,  "If  a  man  keep  my  saptag,  he 
shall  never  see  death."  (John  8:61.) 
These  scriptures  have  never  before 
been  applicable.  They  must  be  ap- 
plicable some  time.  According  to  tho 
foregoing  deduction,  they  must  begin 
to  have  their  application  under  tho 
new  order  of  things.
